HENRY FOSTER ANDERSON,* 

the son of Dexter and Sophia (Foster) Anderson, was born 
in Keene, N. H., July 8, 1834, and at the age of eight years 
removed to Woodstock, Vt., where he prepared for college 
under the instruction of Judah Dana (D. C, 1845) ; in 
college was a member of the- Social Friends and Zeta Psi 
societies; read law at Woodstock, Vt., with Converse & 
Barrett ; was admitted to the bar in December, 1858, and 
commenced practice at once at Wells River, Vt., with 
Charles C. Dewey, district attorney for Orange county. 
In April, 1860, removed to Rochester, N. Y., and in March, 
1861, removed from Rochester to New York city, where he 
remained until his death, engaged in the practice of law; 
from 1875 to 1880 was retained as counsel for the Chatham 
National Bank of New York, with residence in Rahway, 
N. J., since September, 1872, to tinfe of his death. In the 
late War of the Rebellion was second sergeant in Co. B, 
seventh squadron, Third Regiment Rhode Island Cavalry. 
This company was called the Dartmouth College company. 
John Leverett Thompson was colonel. The squadron was 
never with the regiment, and the time of service was about 
four months. This company made its escape from Har- 
per's Ferry at the time of the first invasion of Maryland by 
Gen. Lee. 

He was married June 21, 1865, to Isabella Fitz Randolph, 
daughter of Samuel and Hulda Fitz Randolph, of New 
York city. 
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Children. — Ida Randolph, born May 13, 1866, in the city 
of New York ; Harry Randolph, born August 25, 1868, in 
the city of New York, and now in Junior class in Rutgers 
college, New Brunswick, N. J. ; Charles Foster, born Feb- 
ruary 25, 1875, and Helen Isabella, born March 6, 1879, 
both in Rahway, N. J. 

Died April 24, 1887, of valvular affection of the heart. 
Is buried in Hazelwood cemetery, in Rahway, N. J. 



FRANKLIN DEMING AYER, 

the son of Nathan and Phila Ann (Hallett) Ayer, was born 
in St. Johnsbury, Vt., December 19, 1832. He prepared for 
college at Newbury Seminary, Vt., Joseph E. King, princi- 
pal. In college was a member of the Theological Society, 
Society of Inquiry, Delta Kappa Epsilon, United Fraterni- 
ty, assistant librarian of the United Fraternity for two years, 
president of the same Senior fall term. Age at graduation, 
23y. 7m. 13d. Entered the Theological Seminary at Ando- 
ver, Mass., in the fall of 1856, and graduated from the same 
August 4, 1859 ; was ordained and installed pastor over the 
Congregational Church in Milford, N. H., May 1, 1861, and 
dismissed September 1, 1867 ; was installed pastor over the 
First Congregational Church in Concord, N. H., September 
12, 1867, and still remains in the same position. He was 
in the service of the United States Christian Commission 
for some time, in Gen. W. T. Sherman's division; was 
elected secretary of the General Association of New Hamp- 
shire in August, 1871, which office he held until 1880 ; was 
delegate from New Hampshire to the " International Prison 
Congress," which met in London, England, July 4, 1872 ; 
was elected a corporate member of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions in 1881. He has been 
trustee of the N. H. Home Missionary Society since 1868 ; 
of the N. H. Bible Society 1875-1878, and secretary since 
1878 ; of the Ministers and Widows' Charitable Fund since 
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1869; of the Concord City Library 1873-1883; president 
of the N. H. Prisoners' Aid Society since 1881, and of the 
N. H. Sunday-School Association in 1886 ; moderator of the 
General Association of New Hampshire in 1887. Is a 
member of the N. H. Historical Society. Has published 
sermon on the " Service of Song in the Worship of God," 
sermon on the " Sources of Strength to the Church," de- 
livered before the General Association of New Hampshire, 
1884, History of First Church, Concord, and of the N. H. 
Bible Society, also revised History and Manual of the First 
Church, published in 1888, besides various articles for the 
press. The honorary degree of D. D. was conferred upon 
him at Dartmouth in 1887. 

On Monday, March 5, 1888, he was appointed a trustee 
of the New Hampshire Asylum for the Insane by His 
Excellency Charles H. Sawyer and his council. 

The pastorate of Dr. Ayer is now the longest in the city 
where he resides, and there are only five longer in the same 
denomination in the state. He is settled over one of the 
oldest and strongest churches and societies in New Hamp- 
shire, and his whole connection with it has been attended 
with uniform harmony and success. He is not only beloved 
by the members of his church, but is highly esteemed by 
the whole community, with whom he comes in daily con- 
tact. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary of his marriage was observed 
May 30, 1885, by a large reception at the church parlors, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Ayer were generously remembered by 
their many friends.

Esther, daughter of Hon. Moses and Caroline (Lord) Kit- 
tredge, of St. Johnsbury, Vt.

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WILLIAM EDWARD BARNARD, 

son of William Kendall and Nancy (Denny) Barnard, was 
born in Boston, Mass., June 16, 1833 ; prepared for college 
at Thetford, Vt., under Hiram Orcutt (D. C, 1842), prin- 
cipal; after graduation, took charge of the Caledonia 
County grammar school, at Peacham, Vt., from 1856 to 
1858;' then went to Oregon territory, and took an active 
part in the organization of churches and schools ; became 
principal of the academy in Dallas, where he taught for one 
year ; went from Dallas to Salem, and became Professor of 
Mathematics in the Willamette University, and remained 
here for more than a year ; failing in health, took a vaca- 
tion for six months, and went to Walla Walla, speculating 
in grain and other produce; then, having regained his 
health, returned to Salem, resuming his former position in 
the Willamette University, which he held until he was prof- 
fered and accepted the presidency of the University of 
Washington Territory, one year later, at Seattle, Puget 
Sound ; remained in this position two years ; then became 
deputy collector of customs for the Puget Sound district, 
where he remained four years; from there moved to 
San Buena Ventura, Cal., and engaged in the lumber 
business for six months, taking an active part in the or- 
ganization of a Congregational Church, of which he was 
elected trustee and deacon, and superintendent of the 
Sunday-school connected therewith; from there went 
about fifteen miles, and started the town of Hueneme, 
dealing in general merchandise and lumber, and remained 
three years ; then removed to Santa Barbara, and resided 
there until 1877, engaged in the insurance, real estate, auc- 
tioneering business, and the loaning of money ; remained 
ttiere four years — at each of the last places acting as super- 
intendent of Sunday-school, and occupying the position of 
deacon of the church with which he was connected. In 
December, 1877, removed to Oakland, Cal., where he still

GEORGE WASHISTGTOlSr BARTLETT,* 

the son of Samuel Marston and Mary (Brown) Bartlett, 
was born in Bath, N. H., February 24, 1835. His prepara- 
tory study was under Alonzo P. Carpenter, a graduate from 
Williams college (1849), now an associate justice of the 
supreme court of New Hampshire, and Nathan Lord, Jr. 
(D. C, 1851), at Bath. In college he was a member of the 
Social Friends Society and the Alpha Delta Phi Society. 
Age at graduation, 21y. 5m. 7d. After graduation, he was 
principal of the Deerfield academy in Massachusetts, from 
the fall of 1856 to the fall of 1857 ; then read law in the 
office of Hon. Thomas A. Jenckes, of Providence, B. I., for 
about two months ; then went into the office of Hon. Harry 
Hibbard (D. C, 1835), in Bath, N. H., where he remained 
fourteen months ; then entered the Law school at Albany, 
N. Y., in 1859, and remained three months ; then entered 
the office of Alvord & Wells, in Greenfield, Mass., and was 
admitted to the bar at Greenfield. In 1859 Mr. Wells re- 
ceived the appointment of judge of the municipal court of 
Boston, when Bartlett became associated with Mr. Alvord in 
the practice of his profession. At the breaking out of the 
Rebellion, he was commissioned first lieutenant and adjutant 
of the Twenty-seventh Regiment Mass. Vols., September 
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25, 1861, and was promoted to captain May 2, 1863, and 
was honorably discharged at the end of three years' service. 
He acted during a portion of this time as provost marshal of 
Beaufort, N. C, and was judge advocate at New Berne ; was 
engaged in the battles of Roanoke Island, New Berne, King- 
ston, Whitehall, Goldsboro, and the siege before Peters- 
burgh. His war record throughout proved him to be a brave 
soldier, honored and respected by his brother officers and 
the men under his command. On returning home, he be- 
came the law partner of E. E. Lyman, Esq., of Greenfield, 
and remained with him for a short time. In 1865 he was 
elected a representative to the legislature from Greenfield ; 
in July, 1869, he was appointed assistant assessor of the 
ninth district in Massachusetts, which position he held 
until his death, February 4, 1873. He was a charter mem- 
ber of the Edwin E. Day Post, G. A. R., and on Memorial 
Day, in May, 1871, delivered an oration characterized by 
earnest, patriotic sentiments, with love and honor for his 
dead comrades. The Franklin County bar passed appro- 
priate resolutions at his death, which were spread upon the 
records of the superior court. He died of a disease of the 
brain. 

He married Mrs. Fanny (Gregg) Smith, daughter of 
Rev. Jarvis Gregg (D. C, 1828), and widow of Dr. Fred- 
erick Augustus Smith (D. C, 1852), at Jersey City, N. J., 
June 5, 1865. He left no children. 



CALEB BLODGETT, 



the son of Caleb and Charlotte (Piper) Blodgett, was born 
in Dorchester, N. H., June 3, 1832 ; prepared for college in 
Canaan, N. H., and at Kimball Union Academy, at Meriden, 
under the instruction of Cyrus S. Richards 1 (D. C, 1835), 
as principal. In college was a member of the Psi Upsi-

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Ion and United Fraternity societies. Age at graduation, 
24y. lm. 27d. Taught school winters while in college in 
Fitchburg, Mass., and after graduation was principal of the 
high school in Leominster, Mass., till May, 1858 ; then com- 
menced to read law with William W. Stickney (D. C, 1823), 
at Exeter, N. H. ; then with Burke & Wait, of Newport* 
N. H.; then with William P. Weeks (D. C., 1826), of 
Canaan, N. H. ; and last with Bacon & Aldrich, of Worces- 
ter, Mass. Was admitted to the bar at a term of the 
superior court in Worcester, February, 1860; soon after 
commenced the practice of his profession in Hopkinton, 
Mass., in partnership with classmate Henry L. Parker, 
and remained there ten months ; then removed to Boston, 
and formed a partnership in December, 1860, with Halsey 
J. Boardman (D. C, 1858), and continued this partnership 
till January, 1882. January 16, 1882, was commissioned 
by Gov. John D. Long an associate justice of the superior 
court of Massachusetts, which position he still holds. 
Judge Blodgett has already made an honorable record by 
the impartiality with which he presides at the trial of cases, 
and the accuracy of his decisions sent up to the supreme 
court. In 1885 he was president of the New Hampshire 
Alpha of the Phi Beta Kappa Society at Dartmouth col- 
lege. 

He was married December 14, 1865, to Roxie B. Martin, 
daughter of Jesse and Emily A. (Green) Martin, of Canaan. 

He has one child, Charles Martin, born April 3, 1870, 
who is now a member of the Boston Latin School. 



ISAAC BRIDGMAST, 



the son of Isaac and Lucy (Chandler) Bridgman, was born 
in Hanover, N. H., October 2, 1833 ; prepared for college at 
Kimball Union Academy at Meriden. In college was member 
of the Theological Society, Society of Inquiry, Psi Upsilon 
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and Social Friends societies; was president of the Theo- 
logical Society Senior fall. Age at graduation, 22y. 9m. 29d. 
In the fall after graduation entered the Theological Semi- 
nary at Newton, Mass., and remained there about five 
months. After teaching one term in the St. Johnsbury 
academy, he continued his studies, in the class of* 1859, at 
the Andover, Mass., Theological Seminary ; taught in the 
Phillips academy in Andover during the autumn and win- 
ter of 1858. On account of impaired health, was obliged 
to relinquish for a year or more all mental labor. Having 
regained his health, he taught for a short time in Elbridge, 
N. Y. ; then returned to Phillips academy, where he re- 
mained until the autumn of 1866. At this time he became 
principal of the Syracuse Classical School in Syracuse, N. Y; 
remained in this position until 1875, when he resigned, and 
August 7, same year, sailed for a tour abroad ; remained 
abroad about one year, and travelled extensively in Europe, 
Egypt, Palestine, and Syria; returned home by way of 
Constantinople and Greece ; spent five months in Berlin in 
study ; wrote a series of ten or twelve letters while absent, 
for newspaper publication. After returning home, went to 
Cleveland, Ohio; after a short period of teaching in the* 
Brooks school, he entered upon the work of an instructor 
in the classical department for boys in the Cleveland acad- 
emy. In 1881 assumed entire charge of the institution, 
and continued in this position until 1887. Has written for 
publication a few miscellaneous articles. His life-work has 
been that of a teacher. Received the degree of A. M. from 
Dartmouth in 1859. The honorary degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy was conferred at the Commencement at Dart- 
mouth in 1886. 

Was married November 10, 1859, to Mary E., daughter 
of John C. and Margaret A. Gleason, of Mclndoe's Falls, 
Vermont.

WALTER STEWART CHURCH, 

son of John Barker and Mary Trumbull (Silliman) Church, 
was born in Belvidere, Alleghany county, N. Y., August 
31, 1832 ; was sent to Prof. Benjamin Silliman, his uncle, 
in New Haven, Conn., and there attended the schools of 
Messrs. Farren and Hart ; prepared for college by D. 01m- 
stead and W. H. Russell in New Haven; in September, 
1850, entered the Freshman class in Yale college, and while 
there was a member of the Linonia and Kappa Sigma Epsi- 
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Ion societies ; was compelled by ill health to leave college, 
and in November, 1851, travelled with Prof. Silliman 
through England, Wales, France, Sardinia, Italy, and Switz- 
erland. Health having been restored, he entered our class 
in 1852, and while here was a member of the Psi Upsilon 
and United Fraternity societies ; for six months after grad- 
uation pursued the study of mathematics at home ; on De- 
cember 26, 1856, started for the West, to meet an appoint- 
ment upon the Camp Point & Meredoria Railroad, and 
arrived just two hours before the engineers, ousted by a 
financial crash, disbanded; accompanied them to Quincy, 
111., and there spent the winter and spring of 1857 in a 
land office ; in the ensuing summer was engaged in several 
surveys connecting the Northern Cross Railroad with War- 
saw, on the Mississippi river; in July, 1857, returned to 
New York city, and received an appointment upon the hy- 
drographic surveys of the Croton water-shed, laying mains 
in the 4th avenue and lowering the 8th avenue pipe, under 
Capt. George S. Greene; in the spring of 1861 was in 
charge of the Croton aqueduct from lake to city, under 
A. W. Craven, chief engineer ; in 1861-65 served the Pe- 
ruvian government, as acting chief engineer (Yngeniero del 
Estado) on railroad surveys, water-works for Callao, Cho- 
rillos, Lima, Cuzco, &c, also on harbor stfrveys, docks, and 
bridges ; during a professional tour for the Peruvian gov- 
ernment made the first map of the old Inca capital of Cuzco, 
including the famous fortress of the Sacsahuaman where 
Atahualpa's forces were defeated and complete conquest 
achieved by Pizarro ; also surveyed most of the old ruins 
depicted in E. George Squire's last work on Peru. This 
author gave no credit whatever for this work, which his 
field notes prove to have been laborious and extensive. 
From 1866-69 was in California, in charge of gold mines 
in Eldorado county ; made surveys for the surveyor-gen- 
eral, Sherman Day, and also projected and surveyed water- 
works for the College of California, near Oakland, and also 
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for San Rafael ; in 1870-73 waa with Croes, Church & Van 
"Winkle in charge of topographical surveys of Hudson river 
villa sites for James Gordon Bennett ; from 1873-'83 was 
in charge of the anthracite coal mines of Messrs. Cooper & 
Hewitt, in Schuylkill county, Pennsylvania ; also on exam- 
ination of iron mines in the St. Lawrence water-shed of the 
Adirondacks, and on Staten Island iron ore properties, and 
as expert on gold and silver properties in Colorado ; was 
also for about eighteen months on the corps of engineers of 
the Department of Parks ; since March 9, 1885, has been 
special assistant engineer on the corps of the Aqueduct 
Commission in New York city.

AMBROSE WAYLAND CLARKE ,* 

son of Ambrose and Amanda Clarke, was born in Lunen- 
burg, Vt., August 21, 1832. In the 'spring of 1852 his 
father moved to Ashtabula county, Ohio, and soon after 
died. Our classmate was obliged to teach to aid himself 
in securing his education, and soon entered upon his prepa- 
ration for college under R. M. Walker, of Austinburgh, 
Ohio; he made rapid progress, and in 1853 entered the 
Sophomore class in Oberlin college ; remained there until 
June, 1854, when he entered the Junior class in Dartmouth; 
in college was a member of the Social Friends and Alpha 
Delta Phi societies. Age at graduation, 23y. 11m. 9d. 
After graduation he took charge of the Contoocookville 
academy, at Fisherville, N. H. (in Concord), and remained 
there as principal until April, 1857 ; from May 1 until Oc- 
tober, 1857, resided in Baltimore, Md., and taught for a 
while in a school then in charge of Prof. Samuel H. Worces- 
ter. It was his early intention to enter the profession of 
the law, but while in Baltimore he decided to enter the 
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ministry. Soon entered the Episcopal Seminary at Nasho- 
tah, Wis. ; after leaving this seminary, returned to Balti- 
more and became professor of mathematics at Washington 
college, Md. ; after he relinquished teaching, was ordained 
both deacon and priest of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and became rector of St. Paul's Church at Chestertown, 
Md. ; after that, assistant minister in St. Luke's Church in 
Baltimore ; left this position and became Warden of the 
Church Home and Infirmary in the same city ; entered upon 
his duties as rector of St. John's Church in Aberdeen, Miss., 
October 5, 1866, and continued as such until October 30, 
1871. when he died of consumption, in the prime of life, with 
a promising future before him. He had the degree of A. M. 

He was buried in the " Odd Fellows Rest " in Aberdeen, 
Miss., by the side of his little daughter, who died in infancy. 

To show the estimation in which our classmate was held 
in the parish where he died, a quotation from a letter receiv- 
ed by the secretary of the class in 1876 will be of interest : 
" As a parishioner of his, and one who well remembers his 
manly form, his benign countenance, and his noble traits 
of character, I must say that it affords me pleasure to write 
of him to one of his classmates. There are few such men 
as was Mr. Clarke.

ABRAHAM BURBANK COFFIN, 

son of Warren and Hannah (Burbank) Coffin, was born 
in Gilead, Me., March 31, 1831; prepared for college at 
Phillips academy, Andover, Mass., Samuel H. Taylor 
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(D. C, 1832), principal; in college was a member of So- 
cial Friends and Alpha Delta Phi societies, and president 
of the Handel and Haydn Society for two years. Age 
at graduation, 25y. 4m. The two years succeeding 
his graduation were passed in Fluvanna county, Va., 
teaching school and studying law. He was admitted, on 
examination, to the bar in Richmond in the fall of 1858 ; 
returning to Massachusetts, he studied law a year in the 
office of the late John P. Healey, in Boston, making his 
home in Winchester, to which place his parents had re- 
moved, and where they now reside with him ; he was ad- 
mitted, after examination, a member of the Suffolk bar in 
the fall of 1859, since which time he has continued the 
practice of law in Boston ; in 1860 he received a commis- 
sion as trial justice for Middlesex county, which he resigned 
in 1864, and since that date his time has been wholly occu- 
pied by the practice of law in Boston.

son of Horace and Laura (Briggs) Collamore, was born in 
Pembroke, Plymouth county, Mass., November 18, 1831 • 
He prepared for college under the instruction of S. Dana 
Storrs (D. C, 1851), at Pembroke, at the academy, Hano- 
ver, Mass., Rev. Cyrus Holmes, principal, and at Phillips 
academy, Andover. In college he was a member of the 
United Fraternity. While in college, and after graduation, 
he taught school in various places, and spent the winter of 
1856 with a family in Virginia as private tutor. During 
the latter part of his college career he became greatly inter- 
ested in the unsettled state of affairs in the Western terri- 
tories, and was specially anxious that Kansas should enter 
the Union as a free state. Having conceived the idea that 
it promised a wider field of activity and usefulness for a 
young man, he decided to make it the scene of his future 
labors, and in the spring of 1857 he went to Lawrence, in- 
tending, when the country became somewhat settled, to 
take up the practice of law. In the meantime he was a 
regular correspondent of a Boston paper, and occupied hi& 
time in many other ways. Of a naturally delicate consti- 
tution, he became an easy prey to the climate, and died of 
congestive chills and fever September 9, 1858, in the 27th 
year of his age. His remains were brought to Pembroke* 
and buried March 27, 1859. The enclosed copy of an 
obituary notice appeared in one of the newspapers, to which 
he was a regular contributor, written by a friend, who, 
next to his immediate family relatives, knew him long and 
intimately.

son- of Eben Farrington and Sophia (Noyes) Currier, was 
born in Canaan, N. H., October 13, 1832 ; prepared for col- 
lege at Canaan, New Hampton academy, N. H., and at 
Kimball Union Academy at Meriden, N. H. ; in college was 
a member of the United Fraternity and Psi Upsilon socie- 
ties. Age at graduation, 23y. 9m. 18d. For the first few 
months after leaving college remained at his home to rest 
and make preparations for future work ; January, 1857, 
went to Iowa and became professor of the Latin and Greek 
languages in the Iowa Central University, at Pella, Marion 
-county. At the breaking out of the War of the Rebellion 
he enlisted in the Eighth Regiment Infantry, Iowa Vols., 
and served as a private from August 31, 1861, to December 
11, 1863 ; was taken prisoner at Pittsburg Landing, April 
6, 1862, and remained a few months in various towns in 
the Confederacy. After leaving the military service, De- 
cember 11, 1863, was commissioned commissary of subsist- 
ence of the eleventh Missouri cavalry volunteers, and served 
under Gen. F. Steele in Arkansas until January, 1865.

son of Rev. James and Hannah (Tripp) M. Cutcheon, was 
born in Pembroke, N. H., October 4, 1833. In the fall of 
1847 he attended the " Gymnasium," an academy in Pem- 
broke, and remained there during a portion of the year 
1848; passed a portion of 1849 in Lynn, Mass., and re- 
turned in the fall of the same year to Pembroke and 
entered the Blanchard academy during the winter ; in 1850 
travelled with a brother who was lecturing in Massachu- 
setts and New York ; in the spring of 1851 entered a school 
at McGawville, N. Y., organized on the manual labor 
theory ; remained there upwards of a year, and then en-

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1854, entered the Junior class in Dartmouth; in college 
was a member of the United Fraternity and the Alpha 
Delta Phi societies.

After graduation he went to Ypsilanti, Mich., where he had 
previously taught, and took charge of the high-school de- 
partment of the Union school in that town, and remained 
there till November, 1858 ; then went to Springfield, 111., 
as the first superintendent of public schools in that city, 
and while there Abraham Lincoln took great interest in 
him and his work ; remained in this position until July 1, 
1860 ; then returned to Ypsilanti, where he was soon ad- 
mitted to the practice of the law, having previously studied 
for that profession, and opened an office; remained here 
until September, 1875, when he removed his law office to 
Detroit, Mich., and the law firm of Beakes & Cutcheon was 
formed, consisting of Judge H. J. Beakes and S. M. Cutcheon ; 
in the fall of 1860 was elected a member of the house of 
representatives of the state of Michigan for the term of two 
years, and was reelected for a like term in 1862; on the 
first of January following, was chosen speaker of the house, 
and served as such during that session and at two special

Beakes died ; the business was continued by the surviving 
partners until October 1, 1882, when Albert Crane came 
into the firm, which has remained until now under the firm 
name of Cutcheon, Crane & Stellwagen ; was reappointed 
United States district attorney for the eastern district of 
Michigan, ad interim^ by Associate Justice Stanley Mat- 
thews, November 20, 1881, and reappointed by President 
Arthur, March 10, 1882, for four years ; he resigned this 
position May 14, 1885; in 1882 was elected a trustee of 
Olivet college, Mich., and is still a member of the board ; 
in January, 1884, was made president of the Detroit Young 
Men's Christian Association, and has continued such since 
that time ; in June, 1884, was elected a trustee of Harper 
hospital, of Detroit ; in May, 1884, the Dime Savings Bank 
of Detroit was organized, and he was chosen president of 
the same ; December 31, 1884, he sailed on a business trip 
to Europe, visiting England, Holland, and France, and re- 
turned the last of January, 1885; was for several years 
president, and is still a director, in the J. E. Potts Salt and 
Lumber Company, and since January 1, 1885, vice-president 
of the Moore Lumber Company ; since 1858 has been a 
member, and most of the time an elder, of the Presbyterian 
Church.

After graduation was principal of the academy at St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., until September, 1858 ; then entered the Theo- 
logical seminary at Andover, Mass., and graduated from 
there in 1861; was ordained and installed pastor of the 
Congregational Church at New Ipswich, N. H., March 12,

Meriden, N. H. ; in college was a member of the Social 
Friends, Delta Kappa Epsilon, and Handel and Haydn so- 
cieties. Age at graduation, 22y. 7m. 6d. After gradua- 
tion, taught the high school at La Grange, Ga., and at 
Abbeville, Ala., in 1857, and for a year and a half following 
taught and lectured upon the Morrisonian system of Eng- 
lish grammar in the states of Alabama and Mississippi; 
commenced the study of theology at Union Theological 
Seminary in New York city, and remained one year, 
1859-'60; then, on account of a throat difficulty, he was 
obliged to relinquish the ministry, and entered upon the 
study of the law at the New York Law School in Albany,

Entered the 
Theological Seminary at Andover, Mass., and graduated in 
1859 ; was ordained a Congregational missionary January 
11, 1860, at Waterford, Vt. ; sailed from Boston, Mass., 
February 13, 1860, under commission of the American 
Board, for Turkey, arriving there in forty days ; was first 
stationed at Aintab % went next to Oorfa, in October, 1862, 
and from there to Adana, and from there to Marash in.

his profession in Boston, but soon relinquished it to engage 
in the manufacture of woollen goods with his father in 
Hinsdale, N. H., in 1861, in which business he has continued 
until the present time ; from 1861 to 1876 the partnership 
consisted of William Haile, Rufus S. Frost, and William H.

LYMAN GILLETT HINCKLEY* 

son of Lyman and Phebe (Gillett) Hinckley, was born in 
Thetford, Vt., April 13, 1832; prepared for college at 
Thetford academy, Hiram Orcutt (D. C, 1842), and Gil- 
bert E. Hood (D. C, 1851), principals ; in college was a 
member of the Alpha Delta Phi and Social Friends socie- 
ties, and Senior year was librarian of the latter; after 
graduation taught a portion of two years in Chelsea acad- 
emy, Vt., reading law at the same time with Hon. William 
Hebard and Hon. Burnam Martin at Chelsea ; in the fall 
of 1856 was clerk in the grand list department at Montpe- 
lier; during the sessions of the legislature in 1857, 1858, 
and 1859 was first assistant clerk in the house of represen- 
tatives ; in January, 1860, was appointed clerk of the courts 
for Orange county (supreme, county, and chancery), and 
held the same positions until the time of his death, Novem- 
ber 26, 1887 ; was admitted to the Orange county bar Jan- 
uary 16, 1861 ; was elected from the town of Chelsea a repre- 
sentative to the legislature in 1862, 1863, 1868, 1869, and 
1870, and in 1880 and 1881 ; in 1872 and 1873 was a state 
senator from Orange county; was lieutenant governor of 
Vermont in 1874-'75; has held many town and county 
offices ; practised law ; was engaged in the business of fire 
insurance; was administrator of estates and executor of 
wills, and guardian of many wards, where considerable 
property was involved ; held all the minor offices in town, 
such as selectman, lister, justice of the peace, &c, for many 
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years ; he was moderator of the town-meeting for twenty 
years in succession, and up to the time of his death. 

To show the esteem in which our classmate was held, the 
following extracts from the public press are given at the 
time of his death : 

The West Randolph Herald, of December 1, 1887, says, — 
" Gov. Hinckley was one of the most widely known men 
in the state, and has figured prominently in political circles 
for the past twenty-five years. He was of a genial and 
sunny disposition, and had a personal magnetism that at- 
tracted men to him. His good nature and kindness of 
heart won for him great popularity with all classes, while 
his ready wit and exhaustless fund of anecdote made him a 
pleasant companion in the social circle. As lieutenant 
governor he was a courteous and impartial presiding officer, 
and well versed in the laws of parliamentary practice. As 
legislator he was a ready and fluent speaker, and served his 
constituency faithfully. One of his prominent characteris- 
tics was his generosity. He aided and befriended the poor 
and unfortunate, gave liberally to benevolent objects, and 
had a kind word for everybody. In his death one of the 
brightest lights of this state is put out, the town is deprived 
of an honored and useful citizen, and his many acquain- 
tances of a kind and obliging friend." 

The Boston Journal of December 28 says, — "There 
seemed to be no public office or trust that his fellow-citi- 
zens were not willing to bestow upon him. This is not at 
all surprising to those who were his intimate friends, and 
knew his qualities of character. He was accessible alike 
to the rich and to the poor. No one in trouble ever went 
away from him without aid and encouragement." 

The Rural Vermonter says, — " Gov. Hinckley was widely 
known and universally loved. He had a warm, impulsive 
nature, and was a man of generous sympathies. His bright 
wit and inimitable faculty for story-telling made him the 
central attraction in the social circle and on the platform. 
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Probably his power to convulse an audience was never 
more signally displayed than at the legislative reunion in 
Montpelier in the fall of 1885. His speech on that occa- 
sion was unique for the brilliancy of its wit and its general 
felicity. Peals of inextinguishable laughter greeted his 
fast recurring sallies. Probably no man living could have 
performed more successfully the difficult task of presiding 
over a 'joint assembly' of the survivors of Vermont legis- 
latures." 

Our classmate died suddenly in Boston, Mass., while on 
a short visit there with a sister. His remains were carried 
to his home in Chelsea, Vt., where he is buried by the side 
of his wife and child.

LL. D., in New York city ; entered Harvard University, 
and remained during the Freshman year; entered Dart- 
mouth a Sophomore ; in college was a member of the Social 
Friends society. Age at graduation, 22y. 7m. 20d. After 
graduation read law with Benton & Ray in Lancaster for 
nearly two years, but was never admitted to the bar ; in the 
fall of 1858 entered the Theological Seminary at Andover, 
Mass., and graduated in August, 1861 ; then became stated 
supply in Bath, N. H., in 1862 ; was installed pastor over 
the Congregational Church in Berlin, Vt., February 3, 1864 ;

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tember, 1856; then held the same position in the high 
school in Lexington, Mass., for two years, beginning in 
March, 1858 ; he was a member and secretary of the Wal- 
tham School Board twenty-one years, from 1864 to 1885 ;

lectures at the New Hampshire Medical College, and grad- 
uated M. D. in May, 1860 ; in October, 1860, commenced 
the practice of his profession in Hinsdale, N. H., and has 
remained there in successful practice ever since ; has been 
connected with the management of schools in Hinsdale, 
and in 1886 was one of the examining committee at the

ford academy, Vt., under Hiram Orcutt (D. C, 1842) as 
principal; after graduation he was employed on the In- 
dianapolis & Cincinnati Railroad until the fall of 1861, 
when he entered the three years service in the " Railroad " 
regiment, Fifty-sixth Indiana Vols. ; he was commissioned 
major in this regiment October 22, 1861, and after four 
months the regiment was consolidated with another, and he 
resigned in favor of the major of the other regiment ; at 
the time of the " Morgan raid," in 1863, he was commis- 
sioned as major and aide-de-camp on Gov. Oliver P. Mor- 
ton's staff, and saw his only active service at that time ; his 
commission ended with this raid. He was in the employ of 
the above named railroad company until the spring of 1863, 
when he went into business with his father-in-law in the 
manufacture of stoves in Indianapolis ; this business was re- 
linquished by him in June, 1864, for the position of general 
ticket agent of the railroad where he was formerly em- 
ployed ; he held this position until the winter of 1870-71, 
when he resigned.

Vt., under the Vermont Domestic Missionary Society ; after 
graduation in 1859, supplied the Congregational Church in 
Cabot, Vt., four months ; then spent the winter at his home in 
Chichester, N. H., preaching often in neighboring churches ; 
in May, 1860, he went to Piermont, N. H., as stated supply 
for the Congregational Church; preached one year, and then 
was ordained and installed pastor of the same church, May 
30, 1861; remained in the same position until his death, 
April 24, 1882; was superintending committee of schools in 
Piermont during the last twelve years of his life.

It was his early intention 
to enter the practice of law, but he subsequently changed 
his mind and studied for the ministry at the Andover, 
Mass., Theological Seminary, and graduated from there 
August 6, 1859; was ordained at Chester, N. H., Oc- 
tober 18, 1859 ; was installed pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church at Columbus, Wis., in 1859, and remained such 
until October 18, 1863 ; was acting pastor over the Con- 
gregational Church at Elk Grove, Wis., 1864-'65 ; after his 
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dismissal from Columbus was acting pastor at Boscobel and 
Sun Prairie, Wis., Emporia, Kan., and Red Oak, la., until

dismissed in November, 1865, and accepted the position as 
principal of the combined high schools of Lancaster City,

nity and Psi Upsilon societies ; after graduation taught six 
months at South Woodstock academy, Conn.; read law 
with George G. Parker, of Milford, Mass., and P. C. Bacon, 
of Worcester, Mass ; commenced the practice of his profes- 
sion in Hopkinton, Mass., in 1860, in partnership with 
classmate Caleb Blodgett ; was appointed trial justice for 
the county of Middlesex, which office he held for four 
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years ; removed to Worcester in 1865, where he still resides, 
in the practice of his profession; November, 1885, was 
•elected a representative to the legislature from ward seven, 
Worcester, and served on the Standing Committee on Pro- 
late and Insolvency, and on the Joint Committee on Drain- 
age ; was reelected for a second term November, 1886, and 
vras appointed chairman of the Committee on Probate and 
Insolvency ; has been for the past five years trustee and

The Worcester Evening 
Gazette of the day following says, — " He treated his theme 
eloquently, and presented his views in a very attractive 
manner."

WILLIAM BOSTWICK PARSONS * 

son of Hon. Sylvanus M. and Eliza (Bostwick) Parsons, 
was born in Burlington, Vt., December 81, 1834 ; prepared 
for college at Bakersfield, Vt., Jacob S. Spaulding (D. C, 
1841), principal ; taught one year with Mr. Spaulding at 
the Barre academy, Vt., and entered Dartmouth a Sopho- 
more ; in college was a member of the Social Friends and 
Kappa Kappa Kappa societies. Age at graduation, 21y. 7m. 
Immediately after graduation went to Kansas, having been 
there while in college, and entered upon the rough and ex- 
citing scenes of frontier life ; arrived at Leavenworth April 
1, 1857, and was employed first in a mill-yard, and then as 
master teamster; was elected delegate to the Territorial 
Convention at Topeka, July 15, 1857 ; soon after took a 
license for practising law from Judge Cato, and hung out 
his sign ; at the assembling of the territorial legislature in 
January, 1858, was elected assistant clerk of the first house 
of representatives ; after session closed, left for the Rocky 
Mountains May 26, 1858, and was one of five who first 
stood upon the summit of Pike's Peak ; in October, 1858, 
returned to Kansas, and was elected county attorney of 
Coffey county, which office he held upwards of two years ; 
entered the Second Kansas Cavalry as battalion adjutant, 
December 3, 1861, and was mustered out December 22, 
1862, the office having been abolished by congress ; then 
went into the office of the surgeon-general in Washington, 
D. C, as clerk, and in October, 1864, was detailed for duty

in Maj. Gen. George B. Meade's head-quarters, where he 
remained until the close of the war ; then returned to Kan- 
sas and went into the Sac and Fox Indian country as book- 
keeper for the trader ; then returned to Burlington, Kan., 
where he again entered upon the practice of law, and re- 
mained there until the spring of 1876 ; then went to Ouray, 
Col., and was engaged in the buying and selling of mining 
property ; from there went to Chicago, and was engaged in 
no particular business up to the time of his death, January 
31, 1885. He took a very active part in the campaign of 
1884, and made a number of eloquent addresses in behalf 
of Blaine and Logan. He also wrote a number of short 
stories for publication, which were well received. He was 
buried at Graceland cemetery, Chicago, February 2, 1885.

WILLIAM LAWRENCE PEABODY, 

son of Enoch and Susan (Weston) Peabody, was born in 
Reading, Mass., April 17, 1828; prepared for college at New- 
bury, Vt., Seminary, J. E. King and Henry S. Noyes (both 
graduates of Wesley an University, Middletown, Conn.), 
principals ; in college was a member of the Social Friends, 
Kappa Kappa Kappa, and Handel and Haydn societies. 
Age at graduation, 27y. 4m. 2d. After graduation read 
law with Dean Peabody (D. C, 1848), at Lynn, Mass., for 
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three years, teaching during the winters while studying his 
profession ; opened an office in Lynn, and also one in Bos- 
ton, where he remained until 1864; then went to Port 
Royal, S. C, to engage in mercantile pursuits, and in 1865 
established a branch store in Savannah, Ga ; in 1866 re- 
linquished this occupation, and returned home in 1867 ; in 
January, 1868, went to Omaha, Neb., and resumed the 
practice of law ; was appointed U. S. commissioner in 1868, 
and held the position until 1881 ; was also judge of probate 
for Douglas county, Nebraska, from November, 1873, to 
January 6, 1876 ; in April, 1881, was appointed a special 
examiner in the U. S. pension office, Washington, D. C, 
and remained in same position until November 1, 1886, 
when he resigned ; early in 1887 was chosen president of 
" The Norwich Insulated Wire Company," located at Nor- 
wich, N. Y., where he now is. 

One writes that " Peabody was an original abolitionist 
during his whole college course, and not ashamed to own it 
and battle for the principles of those who believed chattel 
slavery a sin and a curse to our country. When a public 
debate upon the subject was held before the united literary 
societies of the college, Peabody was selected as the dis- 
putant against Billie Chenault, from Kentucky, who pre- 
sented the Southern view of the subject. He was an active 
member of the Fremont Club, and presided at a public 
meeting called to express the indignation of the students 
at the brutal assault on Hon. Charles Sumner in the U. S. 
senate. While some of us were converted at a late date to 
the anti-slavery doctrine, Peabody seemed to inherit these 
ideas from his parents. Whenever Garrison, Phillips, Ger- 
ritt Smith, and others spoke in his native town, they were 
always the guests of his parents. His mother was secretary 
of the first female anti-slavery society formed in the United 
States, and when Garrison went to England to address the 
people on the slavery question, letters of introduction from 
Susan W. Peabody, as secretary of said society, bespoke 
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for him a cordial reception by the British public. On Mr. 
Garrison's return, he brought to Mrs. Peabody and other 
members of the society appropriate presents from the Eng- 
lish ladies, — China plates on which were pictured scenes 
commemorative of the emancipation of slavery in the West 
Indies." 

Was married, first, to Mary Cleveland, daughter of Joshua 
and Jadidah (Hunt) Hewes, Nov. 5, 1862, of Lynnfield 
Centre, Mass. ; she died at Omaha, Neb., March 28, 1877. 
Was married a second time, April 19, 1882, to Mrs. Kate F. 
Miller, of McGawville, N. Y., widow of Seth Miller, and 
daughter of Cornelius Duel and Mary Ann (Totman) Fish. 

Children. — Lawrence Hewes, born September 5, 1863, 
died March, 1865 ; Mabel Lawrence, born January 23, 1866 ; 
Alice Cleveland, born January 5, 1868, died January 16, 
1868; Alice Hewes, born February 15, 1870; Marion 
Cleveland, born November 15, 1874 ; Willie, born March 
21, 1877, died at the age of four months. 



WALTER HENRY POMEROY, 

son of Frederic A. and Priscilla (Noyes) Pomeroy, was 
born in North Yarmouth, Me., July 16, 1834 ; prepared for 
college in Portland, Me., at the high school, under the in- 
struction of Moses Lyford, who afterward became a pro- 
fessor in Colby University, at Waterville, Me. ; entered our 
class in the Sophomore year ; after graduation made teach- 
ing a profession until the time of his marriage, which oc- 
curred in 1875. He has spent five or six years in Europe 
in study ; has travelled much abroad ; has lectured some, 
and written for reviews and newspapers. His home is in 
New York city, where he resides in the winter, but in the 
summer months his time is passed in the country. He 
represents himself as being in poor health. It has been 
impossible to obtain fuller facts, though active efforts have 
been made. 
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BURRILL PORTER, JR., 

son of Burrill and -Susan (Garfield) Porter, was born in 
Charlestown, N. H., February 22, 1832 ; prepared for col- 
lege at Saxton's River and Westminster, Vt., under La Fay- 
ette Gilbert Motier Ward (D. C. 1847) ; made teaching his 
profession for many years, having taught at Alstead and 
Swanzey, N. H., at Cleveland and Fostoria, Ohio, and at 
Braintree and North Attleborough, Mass. ; was three years 
at Braintree, and twelve years and one term principal of 
the North high school at North Attleborough, closing his 
labors in the latter place in July, 1879 ; in 1880 was chosen 
selectman for North Attleborough, and collector of the 
same town ; was overseer of the poor for 1880, serving in 
each position two years ; in October, 1880, was elected a 
representative to the general court of Massachusetts from 
North Attleborough ; was also an enumerator and special 
agent of the census in 1880. He has served for several 
years as post-master of North Attleborough, and all of the 
positions have been held with credit to himself and to the 
entire satisfaction of the people. 

Was married, August 16, 1860, to Harriet L., daughter 
of Asa H. and Abigail (Walker) Carpenter, of Alstead, 
N. H. She died August 4, 1875.

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN PRESCOTT, 

son of Nathan Gove and Betsey Hills (Richards) Prescott, 
was born at Epping, N. H., February 26, 1833 ; prepared 
for college at Blanchard academy, Pembroke, N. H., Jona- 
than Tenney (D. C. 1843) and Nathaniel Hills (D. C. 
1841), principals, and at Phillips academy, at Exeter, 
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N. H., Gideon Lane Soule (Bowdoin, 1818), principal; 
was at Blanchard academy during portions of 1847 to 
1850 ; entered Phillips academy at the beginning of the 
school year in the autumn of 1850, one year in advance ; 
while there was a member of the " Golden Branch," then 
the only literary society in the institution, was elected 
president of the same in 1852, and pronounced the oration 
at its annual anniversary in 1853 ; entered Dartmouth a 
Sophomore, having passed the Freshman year in the " ad- 
vanced class," so called, at Exeter ; in college was a mem- 
ber of the Psi Upsilon and United Fraternity societies, and 
president of the latter one term. Age at graduation, 23y. 
5m. 5d. ; taught a district school in Chester, N. H., in the 
winter of 1855 ; after graduation in the fall and winter, 
taught one private and two district schools in his native 
town ; in February, 1857, entered the office of Henry A. 
and Abel H. Bellows, in Concord, N. H., as a student at 
law (Henry A. Bellows was afterwards chief-justice of the 
supreme court of the state) ; was admitted to the bar Au- 
gust 19, 1859 ; opened an office in Concord, and practised 
until May, 1861 ; then became connected with the Indepen- 
dent Democrat, a Republican newspaper published in Con- 
cord, and remained in that position for about five years ; 
soon after going to Concord was elected secretary of the 
Republican State Committee, and served in that capacity 
almost continuously until March, 1877, and was for several 
years a member of the committee, as well as secretary; 
January 20, 1865, he was appointed a special agent of the 
U. S. Treasury Department for New England, by Hon. 
Wm. Pitt Fessenden, having a general supervision over 
custom-house business, the sub-treasury, marine hospitals, 
revenue cutters, and lighthouses ; this position he held for 
about three years. June 16, 1862, he was elected a member 
of the New Hampshire Historical Society, and was vice- 
president of the same from 1876 to 1880. In June, 1872, 
he was elected secretary of state, and served in this position 
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until June, 1877, with the exception of the year 1874, when 
the office was held by a Democrat ; was secretary of the 
New Hampshire college of electors of president and vice- 
president of the United States in 1860, 1864, 1868, 1872, 
1876, and 1880 ; in March, 1877, he was elected governor 
of the state, and was reelected March, 1878 ; December 30, 
1874, he was appointed by Gov. James A. Weston and coun- 
cil a trustee of the New Hampshire College of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts, and has held that position ever since ; 
in June, 1877, he was elected a trustee of Dartmouth col- 
lege, and is now serving in that capacity ; May 6, 1880, he 
was elected a delegate at large to the National Republican 
Convention at Chicago, and was chosen chairman of the 
New Hampshire delegation while there ; May 1, 1884, 
he was chosen president of the state convention at Con- 
cord, where four delegates at large were chosen to at- 
tend the National Republican Convention at Chicago, in 
June, 1884. In 1877 he was elected president of the Ben- 
nington (Vt.) Battle Monument Association, and has been 
annually reelected ever since ; was present as governor of 
the state, with several companies of militia, in Bennington, 
at the centennial celebration of the battle in 1877, and on 
August 16, 1887, was there, and was president of the day 
at the laying of the corner-stone of the monument, receiv- 
ings it in behalf of the Association from His Excellency 
E. J. Ormsbee, governor of Vermont ; in 1876 was elected 
a Fellow of the Royal Historical Society of Great Britain, 
and in 1881 an honorary member of the Marshfield Club 
of Boston ; in 1877 was elected president of the Provident 
Mutual Relief Association, at Concord, and still holds the 
position; in June, 1878, he pronounced an oration on 
Memorial Day, at Concord, and also one at Rochester, 
N. H., in 1882; also one on the death of Ex-President 
U. S. Grant, in Epping, August 8, 1885 ; and during his 
term of governor and since, many addresses on a great va- 
riety of occasions, which were at the time , published in the 
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public prints ; he aided at the inauguration of Rev. Dr. 
Bartlett as president of the college, and at the laying of the 
corner-stone of Wilson hall and at the dedication of the 
same, and of Rollins chapel; he was a member of the 
building committee of both, and did much towards securing 
the memorial windows of the chapel. Early in November, 
1887, he was appointed by Gov. Charles H. Sawyer and 
council a railroad commissioner for New Hampshire for a 
term of three years ; he resides upon the homestead in Ep- 
ping, where he was born, and is engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, but gives attention to other matters. 

Was married June 10, 1869, to Mary Little, daughter of 
Jefferson and Nancy (Peart) Noyes, of Concord, N. H. 

Child. — Benjamin Franklin, Jr., born June 16, 1879. 

It is fitting that our secretary, who by his patient labor 
has done so much to gather the facts in regard to our lives* 
should have a few lines written in regard to his work by 
one who has kept the fellowship with him along these 
years. 

Governor Prescott has been called by his own and other 
states to varied and honorable positions of trust and office, 
to each of which he has brought rare executive ability. 
With practical industry he devotes himself faithfully to 
every service committed, to him, taking offices of responsi- 
bility not because sought, or for himself, but for the service 
he may render to others thereby. Faithful in the large and 
the small, his manly and honest spirit constantly increases 
the confidence and respect so cheerfully awarded to him 
throughout the state. 

He has done an unprecedented work in conceiving the 
idea, and executing it so fully, of gathering, for the state 
and the college and other institutions, the portraits of their 
distinguished sons. His zeal and persistent labor in this 
self-imposed tax of strength and money make him largely 
the creditor of the present and coming generations. 
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The extent of this work is indicated by the number al- 
ready secured, and placed as follows : In the state capitol, 
96 ; in the gallery at Dartmouth college, 75 ; in Phillips 
academy, at Exeter, 45 of the 47 there, besides several in 
the New Hampshire Historical Society library, and in that 
at Pembroke academy. F. D. Aybr. 



JOHN ALVIN PUTNEY,* 

son of John and Sally (Batchelder) Putney, was born in 
Concord, N. H., August 22, 1833 ; prepared for college in 
part at Northfield academy, N. H., and then pursued his 
studies alone; in college was a member of the Kappa 
Kappa Kappa society; after graduating, read law with 
Gen. Samuel Fessenden (D. C. 1806), in Portland, Me., 
and also in Concord, N. H. ; first commenced practice in 
Plymouth, N. H., and remained there until 1859, when he 
removed to Concord and opened an office ; in 1861 went to 
Memphis, Tenn., and was law partner of J. Knox Walker, 
who afterwards was a general in the Confederate army ; 
was obliged to flee to Kentucky, owing to the excitement 
of the war, and there assisted in raising the first Union 
regiment in Kentucky; received, while in Kentucky, the 
appointment of post quartermaster, and after order was 
restored, returned to Memphis, and again entered upon his 
profession ; was finally overtaken by the fatal disease, con- 
sumption, which terminated his life, May 21, 1865. 

By a vote of the class, at the last meeting before separa- 
tion at close of college course, that the first one who mar- 
ried should preside at the triennial meeting in 1859, it de- 
volved uppn classmate Putney to occupy the chair, which 
he did, and was at that time a widower. 

Was married, first, to Lucinda Evans, daughter of Harri- 
son Darling and Sarah (Evans) Robertson, of Warner, N. H., 
in 1856 ; she died June 10, 1859. Was married a second time 
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to Celia A. Bowers, daughter of James W. Bowers, of New- 
port, Ky. ; his widow was married March 7, 1869, to Newel 
N. May, of Memphis, Tenn. 

Children. — Susie Colby, born July 24, 1858, married

LEVI PARSONS SABIN * 

son of Henry Wells and Clarissa (Church) Sabin, was 
born at Strongsville, Ohio, October 14, 1832; prepared for 
college at the Hudson grammar school, Ohio ; in 1852 en- 
tered Freshman at Western Reserve College ; entered the 
Junior class in Dartmouth in January, 1855 ; in college was 
a member of the Theological Society, and the United Frar 
ternity and Zeta Psi societies; age at graduation* 23y. 
9m. 16d. ; was principal of the academy at Freedom, Ohio, 
from September to December, 1856 ; was principal of the 
high school at Middlebury, Ohio, from January to July, 
1857; also principal of the high school at Portsmouth, 
Ohio, from September, 1857, to July, 1858 ; then entered 
the Union Theological Seminary of New York city, and 
graduated May 6, 1861; taught one year, and then en- 
tered upon the home mission work at New London, Wis., 
where he was ordained a Congregational minister, March 4, 
1863 ; in the summer removed to Stockbridge, Wis., and 
became pastor of the Presbyterian church there ; in 1864 
he felt that the country needed his services, when he re- 
signed his place and enlisted as a private soldier in the 
First Wisconsin Heavy Artillery, where he remained until 
May, 1865 ; the exposures of army life occasioned a severe 
attack of rheumatism, and after five months of severe suf- 
fering in the hospital, was discharged in April, 1865 ; in 
the fall of 1865 took charge of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ellicottsville, N. Y., uniting with the presbytery ; in 1868 
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accepted a call from the church at Central College, Ohio, 
and in 1871 removed to Michigan, preaching first at Ches- 
aning in October, and remaining several months ; then re- 
moved to and took charge of the church at Au Sable and 
Oscoda, Mich. ; in June, 1873, was taken ill with nervous 
prostration; he gradually failed, and went to St. Louis 
Springs, Mich. ; he received no benefit, and was removed 
to the home of his brother-in-law, Hon. E. E. White, of 
Columbus, Ohio, where he died after six days, November 
10, 1873. 

In the minutes of the Synod of Michigan for the year 
1874, is the following notice : " The prosperity of the sev- 
eral churches with which Bro. Sabin was connected is evi- 
dence that he was an earnest and faithful minister of Christ. 
He had a deep faith in the power of the gospel truth, and 
he had little patience with sham, pretentions, and self-seek- 
ing. He was content to labor in humble positions, if he 
could thus be instrumental in bringing sinners to Christ. 
He was true in all the relations of life, and his memory is 
precious. He leaves a devoted wife, and a little son of 
nine years, in the care of the God of the widow and or- 
phan." 

Was married June 4, 1863, to Martha Louise Bronson, 
daughter of Dr. Andrew Hull and Mary (Stow) Bronson, of 
Windsor, N. Y. 

Child. — Henry Wells, born June 7, 1864. He entered 
the class of 1887 at the University of California, but left 
during the Sophomore year ; he was in the state of Sin- 
aloa, Mexico, engaged in mining in 1887. 



ROBERT SAMUEL, 

son of James and Elizabeth (Stevenson) Samuel, was born 
at Hartfield, parish of Paisley, seven miles west of the city 
Renfrewshire, Scotland, June 17, 1818; prepared for col- 
lege under Rev. J. Brainard ; in college was class monitor 
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during entire course ; was a member of the United Fraternity, 
and president one term of the Theological Society; age at 
graduation, 38 years ; after graduation entered the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Andover, Mass., and remained two 
years ; then went to the Chicago Theological Seminary one 
year, and graduated B. D. ; was ordained as a minister of 
the gospel, acting pastor of the New Rutland Congrega- 
tional Church, at New Rutland, HI., November 3, 1859 ; 
was a missionary at Wataga, Knox Co., 111., in 1860 ; then 
removed to Brewster, Mass., July, 1861 ; from 1863 to 1864 
was stated supply at West Yarmouth, Mass. ; 1865, in April, 
served in Christian Commission at Alexandria, Va., ten 
weeks; was there when Lincoln was assassinated, and at- 
tended his funeral ; was at the review of the armies of Grant 
and Sherman in Washington; "I learned faster in those ten 
weeks than I did in twenty weeks in college ; " became acting 
pastor at West Hawley, Mass., in 1865, and remained there 
until 1870 ; then went to West Cummington, Mass., where 
he remained until 1872 ; then went to Weston, Vt., and re- 
mained three years, the last year as pastor, and on account 
of ill-health asked for a dismission ; the year following he 
passed in Massachusetts and in Pennsylvania ; in the latter 
state he preached nine months in Jacksonville and Hub- 
lersburgh for a Presbyterian Church ; from there went to 
Cawker City, Kan., where he received a unanimous call to 
settle, which was accepted, and remained there three and 
one-quarter years ; the parish was thirty miles long and 
ten miles wide, and a greater part of the time he was in the 
saddle, preaching three times on Sunday, and riding from 
thirty to thirty-eight miles ; resigned and came East ; re- 
turned again to Cawker City in 1880 to attend to business 
connected with the purchase of lands, preaching occasion- 
ally, but with no settlement; from Kansas took a trip 
to California; returned to Massachusetts in May, 1883; 
was acting pastor of the Congregational Church at West 
Barnstable, Mass., three years. At present is at Brewster. 
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Was married August 5, 1858, to Lucia Annie Alley, 
daughter of Moses and Lucy (Jenkins) Alley, of West 
Barnstable, Mass. Her father, Captain Alley, was lost 
at sea. Her mother afterwards married Rev. Enoch Pratt, 
Brewster, Mass. 

Children. — Elizabeth Ida, born February 26, 1860 ; grad- 
uated at Mt. Holyoke Seminary, and is now a physician in 
Bangor, Me. ; — John Sturgess, born at Brewster, Mass., 
October 28, 1861 ; is in business in Boston, Mass.; — Robert 
Marden, born at Brewster, December 20, 1863 ; is in busi- 
ness in Florida. 



GEORGE WASHINGTON SARGENT, 

son of John Bowen and Mercy (Horn) Sargent, was born in 
Dover, N. H., February 16, 1833 ; prepared for college at 
the Franklin academy in Dover, Alfred W. Pike (D. CL 
1815), principal ; in college was a member of the Theolog- 
ical Society, Society of Inquiry, president one term of 
the Social Friends society, assistant librarian, and chair- 
man of Committee on Repairs ; age at graduation, 23y. 5m. 
15d. ; he entered the Theological Seminary, at Andover, 
Mass., immediately after graduation, and graduated at this ' 
institution August 4, 1859 ; was ordained pastor of the 
Congregational Church in Raymond, N. H., December 21, 
1859; was dismissed January 16, 1865; was installed 
pastor of the John Elliot Church, in South Natick, 
Mass., September 27, 1865 ; remained here for nearly 
three years, when he accepted a call from the First Con- 
gregational Church in Racine, Wis., where he remained 
for nearly two years ; he then went to Negaunee, Mich, 
(iron mining region), where he labored about six months 
in a union church ; he then made engagement with 
the Congregational Church of Menasha, Wis., where he 
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remained about three years, and then, on account of a diffi- 
culty with his throat and financial disaster to the commu- 
nity, was compelled to relinquish his charge ; he then 
bought a bookstore in Milwaukee, Wis., and kept it, mostly 
in partnership, for about five years, making it a Sabbath- 
school and religious book depot for the state.

BLAISE CARMICK CENAS,* 

son of Dr. Augustus Henry and Minerva Charlotte (Car- 
mick) Cenas, was born in New Orleans, La., February 26, 
1836; prepared for college at Flushing, N. Y. ; entered 
Yale college ; was connected with our class during the 
Sophomore year. His father was one of the most promi- 
nent physicians of New Orleans, and was descended from 
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gentle French lineage, allied to the Barker family of Phila- 
delphia, one of whom was the first mayor of the Quaker 
city, and the intimate friend of Benjamin Franklin; de- 
scended on his mother's side from Stephen Carmick, one of 
the signers of the British Stamp Act of 1765. After leav- 
ing college, he returned to his native city and became en- 
gaged in the coffee business, which he pursued until the 
breaking out of the war, devoting his leisure in the mean- 
time to literary pursuits. He was first lieutenant of Com- 
pany A, First Regiment Louisiana Regulars, commanded 
by Col. Strawbridge. Taylor Beatty was captain of his. 
company. He was killed in the battle of Murfreesboro', at 
about half past nine o'clock in the morning, December 31, 
1862, in the charge made by the Louisiana brigade on the 
" Cedar Thicket." 

The following extract from a letter from Capt. Beatty to 
his father testifies to his faithful and gallant fulfilment of 
duty : " Your son was of great assistance to me in trans- 
mitting commands to an extended line, and behaved with 
the same quiet gallantry for which he was so eminently 
distinguished on the bloody field of Shiloh. The next 
morning, Dec. 31st, commenced one of the bloodiest and 
most stubbornly contested battles of the war. About nine 
o'clock A. m. the order was given to charge the enemy. 
This was done in gallant style, the enemy giving way in 
confusion before us. At the moment of victory, your son, 
then as ever in the foremost ranks of his country's defend- 
ers, was struck in the left breast, near the region of the 
heart. He knew that he was severely if not mortally 
wounded, and, reporting himself to me, I ordered him to 
the rear. He fell a few moments afterwards, and breathed 
his last without pain. ... We felt that he met the 
death himself would have chosen." 

A friend, in speaking of our classmate, says,-— "Mr. Cenas. 
enjoyed gentle training, and was possessed of refined and 
cultivated tastes. His life was a virtuous one, and was.

CHARLES PETER CLARK, 

son of Peter and Susan (Lord) Clark, was born in Nashua, 
N. H., August 11, 1836 ; prepared for college at Phillips 
academy, Andover, Mass., Samuel H. Taylor (D. C, 1832), 
principal ; entered the class at the beginning of the Sopho- 
more fall, and remained during the year ; in college was a 
member of the Social Friends and Psi Upsilon societies ; 
during the late war was acting ensign, acting master, act- 
ing volunteer lieutenant U. S. navy from 1862 to 1865 ; 
was trustee Berdell mortgage, Boston, Hartford & Erie Rail- 
road, from 1871 to 1873 ; vice-president and general manager' 
New York & New England Railroad Company from 1873 
to 1879; second vice-president New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company from 1881 to 1883 ; president

son of George Bowen (D. C, 1824) and Susan (Smith) 
Chandler, was born in Danville, Vt., January 6, 1835 ; he 
prepared for college at the Kimball Union Academy, 
at Meriden, N. H. ; while in college he was a member 
of the United Fraternity and the Kappa Kappa Kappa so- 
cieties ; he left Dartmouth at the close of the Sophomore 
year; he then entered the University of Vermont, and 
graduated in 1856 ; in this institution he was a member of 
the Lambda Iota Society ; after graduation read law with 
his uncle, Oliver P. Chandler (D. C, 1828), at Woodstock, 
Vt., and at the Albany Law School, Albany, N. Y., gradu- 
ating in 1857 ; went to St. Louis, Mo., in 1857, and formed 
the law firm of Noble, Dennison & Chandler; remained 
there about a year, when he and Mr. Noble removed to 
Chicago, HI. ; they then separated, Chandler going into the 
office of William C. Goudy, a prominent lawyer in that 
city. When the late war broke out, he enlisted in Com- 
pany A, Eighty-eighth Regiment 111. Vols., or Second Board 
of Trade Battery, as second lieutenant; was in the battle 
of Perrysville ; had command of his company in the battles 
of Murfreesboro', Stone River, and Chickamauga ; after this 
last battle, resigned his commission in consequence of suf- 
fering from rheumatism ; in 1864 became the law partner 
of Mr. Goudy, and remained thus connected in business 
until the spring of 1886 ; he then formed a partnership 
with a younger brother, Samuel, who now represents the 
firm in Chicago. He sailed July 24, 1886, for Europe, for 
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the purpose of gaining strength, and was treated by the 
most eminent physicians in London and Paris, but received 
no permanent benefit ; reached home in October, and died 
at his home November 2, 1886, beloved and lamented by all 
who knew him. At his request, made in Paris, his body 
was carried to Concord, N. H., to be laid beside that of his 
father. Classmate Rev. F. D. Ayer, D. D., was present at 
his burial, and said many beautiful and touching words 
over the remains of his former associate. 

A Chicago paper in 1862 has the following : " The Ar- 
thur Guiards presentation to Capt. Geo. W. Smith and 
Lieut. George Chandler. . . . John A. Jameson, Esq., 
presented an elegant sword to Lieut. Chandler, in a capital 

speech In reply he said, — Mr. Jameson, Ladies 

and Gentlemen : I thank you that I have been so kindly 
remembered. I promise nothing as to my future conduct, 
but I hope and trust that the record of my period of service 
may be upright and honorable. It has been said that the 
4 pen is mightier than the sword,' but it would seem that a 
year ago the ink had run dry, and now the sword is the 
stay and strength of the country. Believing this, I have 
for the present changed my occupation, and, without prom- 
ising* I trust that it shall not be in vain." 

Another Chicago paper, the date of which is not given, 
has the following: "A curious contretemps was effected 
yesterday. Vallandigham, the exile, was standing in the 
hall of the Sherman House, and before him stood William 
C. Goudy introducing his numerous friends. Scarcely two 
yards distant stood the law partner of Mr. Goudy, George 
Chandler, late lieutenant in Co. A, 88th 111. Reg't. Lieut. 
C. was the officer who commanded the guard that carried 
the traitor into ' Dixie.' The firm of Goudy & Chandler 
will doubtless be long remembered by Val. One member 
delivered the val-e-dictory when he quitted the loyal states, 
the other gave him aid and comfort on his return." 

Was married December 6, 1864, to Elizabeth Carleton, 
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daughter of Hall and Julia Dotha (Barney) Curtis, of St.

EDWARD CONANT, 

son of Seth and Melvine (Perkins) Conant, was born May 
10, 1829, in Pomfret, Windsor county, Vt. ; prepared for

Austin Adams (D. C, 1848), principal ; entered class in 
the summer term of Freshman year, and remained until 
the end of Sophomore year ; in college was a member of 
the United Fraternity and Alpha Delta Phi societies ; after 
leaving college, studied law at Newark, N. J., with Hon. 
Joseph P. Bradley, now one of the associate justices of the 
supreme court of the United States, commencing his stud- 
ies in 1856 ; in 1858, at the city of New York was admitted 
to practice as an attorney and counsellor of the supreme 
court of the state of New York, and later in the United 
States courts ; in 1859 commenced practice at No. 33 Wall 
street, and has continued there ever since ; his associates at 
first were James Biichanan Henry, nephew of James Bu- 
chanan, president of the United States, and for two years 
of his administration his private secretary, and Christian H. 
Scharff, nephew by marriage of Hon. William H. Seward. 
This connection with Mr. Henry continued for ten years, Mr. 
Scharff having in the meantime died ; was a member, from 
the city, of the New York Republican state convention that 
elected delegates to the national convention which nomi- 
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nated Gen. Ulysses S. Grant for his first term as president, 
and took an active part in the succeeding campaigns ; for 
eight years has been a member of the Committee on Admis- 
sions of the Union League Club of New York city, and for 
three years was chairman of that committee ; for two years 
and at the present time a vice-president of the club. A pub- 
lic journal, in speaking of his practice, says, — " This practice 
has now become large, and is of a general character, three 
fourths of it being in litigation. Aside from his special in- 
terest and work in his profession, he has devoted much 
time and attention to politics, and to the cause of munici- 
pal, state, and national reform. He has always acted with 
the Republicans, and has been a prominent and efficient 
member of the Union League Club. He has served on the 
Political Reform Committee of the League, and has thus, 
with his associates, exposed to the public the frauds and 
corruptions of the city government, the outrageous secta- 
rian appropriations, the enormous franchises given to street 
railroad corporations, and many other ring rascalities which 
have been the disgrace of the metropolis and the state. . . . 
Not alone before legislative bodies and in the courts, but 
through the press and on the platform, has he made his in- 
fluence powerfully felt against the dishonesty and tyranny 
of the rings."

WILLIAM SHACKFORD GRIDLEY HOW * 

son of Rev. Moses and Frances (Dearborn) How, was born 
in Portsmouth, N. H., November 7, 1831. When a small 
boy, his father moved to New Bedford, Mass., and there he 
entered the public schools, and graduated from the high 
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school; prepared for college three months at Pinkerton 
academy, Deny, N. H., Elihu Thayer Rowe (D. C, 1840), 
principal, and finished his preparation at Friends academy, 
New Bedford, Mass., Abner Jones Phipps (D. C, 1838), 
principal; in college was a member of the Theological, 
Social Friends, and Handel and Haydn societies ; left col- 
lege in 1854 on account of infirm health ; for six months 
after leaving college was very ill ; after gaining strength 
somewhat by travel, entered upon the study of medicine in 
the office of Lyman Bartlett, M. D., in New Bedford, then 
a surgeon of wide reputation ; he found that in the doctor's 
extensive library many of the best works were in the French 
language ; so he studied that language, and became in a 
year or two a fluent translator, and before he died wrote 
French readily ; attended a course of lectures at the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons in New York city, but was not 
well enough to attend another course, and graduate ; dur- 
ing his many weary months of declining health, his mind 
was always bright, and he read very extensively in the 
English standard authors ; studied Italian, and read many 
books in that language ; acquired a fair knowledge of Span- 
ish, and at the time of his death was studying German with 
great zeal; he bought and studied and mastered many 
books in comparative anatomy and physiology; he also 
found time to make great progress in music ; he had a 
large library on the subject of music, and became a very 
good pianist and organist, rendering classical music in good 
style ; he was not a desultory reader, but was a systematic 
student of literature, familiar not only with the usual trav- 
elled roads, but with many by-paths as well, and his knowl- 
edge of books and authors was not only very extensive but 
very exact ; he was always hopeful of better things in life, 
and at the end was confident of a better life to come; he 
was greatly beloved by his classmates ; he died May 22, 
1860, aged 28y. 6m.

spring term of Freshman year, but on account of an injury

ARTHUR ALWYN PUTNAM, 

the son of Elias and Eunice (Ross) Putnam, was born 
November 18, 1829, in Danvers, Mass. ; he prepared for 
college at Thetford academy, Vt., Hiram Orcutt (D. C, 
1842), principal, and at West Randolph, Vt., Austin Ad- 
ams (D. C, 1848), principal ; he remained with the class 
till the end of the Sophomore year ; after leaving college 
he commenced the study of law in New York city with 
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Culver, Parker & Arthur (the latter late president of the 
United States) ; was at the Cambridge Law School, and 
with Ives & Peabody, Salem, Mass. ; has practised his pro- 
fession in Danvers, Blackstone, and Uxbridge, Mass., and

JOHN LEVERETT THOMPSON ,* 

son of William Coombs (D. C, 1820) and Martha Higgin- 
son (Leverett) Thompson, was born in Plymouth, N. H., 
February 2, 1835 ; prepared for college at Kimball Union 
Academy, Meriden, N. H. In college was a member of 
the Psi Upsilon society ; left college at the end of Sopho- 
more year, and then entered the Junior class in Williams 
college, where he remained one year ; he began the study 
of law with Hon. F. H. Dewey, of Worcester, Mass., attend- 
ing the Law School at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., for a short 
time, and in 1856 entered Harvard Law School, at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., from which he graduated in 1858, and dur- 
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ing that year was admitted to the bar in Worcester ; then 
went to Europe, continuing his studies at the universities 
of Berlin, Munich, and Paris ; returned home in 1860, and 
during that year went to Chicago, HI., and entered the law 
office of Scammon, McCagg & Fuller as a clerk and student ; 
at the breaking out of the War of the Rebellion he enlisted 
as private April 19, 1861, in Co. A, First Illinois Light Ar- 
tillery, and served three months at or near Cairo, and while 
there was made corporal ; at the expiration of his term of 
enlistment he went to Worcester to recover his health, which 
had become somewhat impaired ; October 19, 1861, he was 
commissioned by Gov. Nathaniel S. Berry, of New Hamp- 
shire, first lieutenant in Co. " K " of a battalion of cavalry 
raised for the first New England regiment, and afterwards, 
becoming a part of the First Rhode Island Cavalry ; in the 
spring of 1862 the regiment went to Washington, and was 
afterwards attached to Gen. McDowell's forces at Fredericks- 
burg; he participated in the brilliant victory at Port Royal 
over a part of Jackson's rebel troops ; was with his regi- 
ment at the defeat at Port Republic, and was in the bat- 
tle of Cedar Mountain, in August, 1862 ; showed heroic 
conduct at Groveton, Va., at the second Bull Run battle, 
at Fredericksburg, December, 1862, and at Chancellors- 
ville in the spring of 1863 ; at Middleburg, Va., in June, 
1863, the regiment, having only 250 men, was completely 
surrounded by Stuart's cavalry, and 175 of its men were 
killed or captured ; having been recruited to 200 men, the 
regiment participated in the battle of Gettysburg. In the 
meantime Lieutenant Thompson had been successively pro- 
moted to captain, October 24, 1861 ; major, July 1, 1862 ; 
lieutenant-colonel, July 11, 1862; and colonel, June 24, 
1863. In January, 1864, the New Hampshire battalion sepa- 
rated from the regiment, and went home on a furlough to 
become the nucleus of a New Hampshire regiment ; he re- 
signed the colonelcy in March, 1864 ; in the following July, 
Col. Thompson took command of the regiment at Harper's. 
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Ferry ; being with Sheridan in the " Valley," the regiment 
did fine service at the battles of Winchester, Fisher's Hill, 
Waynesborough, Tom's Brook, and Cedar Creek; at 
Waynesborough, the regiment especially distinguished it- 
self, being the first to enter the rebel breastworks and reach 
their artillery ; as a mark of Gen. Sheridan's appreciation 
of their brave conduct, Col. Thompson's command was 
honored with the privilege of fighting their way back to 
the base of operations, a distance of 100 miles, in charge 
of 1,500 prisoners ; for his meritorious service at the time, 
Col. Thompson was brevetted brigadier-general, March 13, 
1865, when he was mustered out of the service, having 
made a brilliant record for skill and bravery; he was 
universally beloved by all under his command for his uni- 
form courtesy, gentlemanly and soldierly bearing, and con- 
stant watchfulness after the welfare of his men ; after he 
was mustered out of the military service, he resumed his 
studies in the office of Scammon, McCagg & Fuller, and 
remained until the spring of 1866, when he opened an office 
by himself, in Chicago, and in October of the same year 
formed a partnership with Norman Williams, which con- 
tinued till the date of his death. He was prominent in 
all questions relating to the good of the community; he 
was an active member of the Union League Club, of Chi- 
cago, and president of it at the time of his death; also 
president of the Citizens' Association in 1883-84, and pres- 
ident of the Chicago Dartmouth Alumni Association, and 
also of the Loyal Legion ; he was a lawyer of pronounced 
ability, with a large and lucrative practice, a citizen of 
pure and upright character, a brave soldier, and a patriotic 
defender of his country ; many resolutions were passed and 
addresses made by the different organizations to which he 
belonged at the time of his death, but our space will not 
admit of their introduction here; he died of paralysis at 
his home, 1637 Indiana avenue, Chicago, on January 31, 
1888 ; he was buried in Groveland cemetery.. 
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The following letter will lend additional interest to this 

sketch :

principal ; in college was a member of the .Social Friends 
and Alpha Delta Phi societies; remained with the class 
until the end of the Sophomore year, and did not graduate 
at any other college ; studied law with Morrell, Willard & 
Anderson, in New York city, and Bassett & Reed, of Taun- 
ton, Mass., and was one term at the Law School at Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y. ; commenced the practice of his profession 
in Taunton, Mass., in the summer of 1857, and remained 
there until January, 1858, when he removed to Pawtucket, 
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Mass., which town, by a readjustment of state lines, was 
transferred to Rhode Island in 1862, and remained there,

EDWARD FRANCIS BARNARD * 

son of Rev. T. A. and Persia (Burton) Barnard, was born in 
Chesterfield, N. H., April 21, 1836 ; prepared for the Chan- 
dler Scientific Department at Lancaster, N. H., where his 
father was preaching ; entered the summer term of 1854 ; 
after graduation taught most of the time for ten months at 
Willsborough, N. Y., his father having removed there ; in 
May, 1857, commenced reading law with Beckwith, Johnson 
& Co., in Plattsburgh, N. Y. ; in fall of 1857 attended the 
Law School at Albany; in May, 1859, was admitted to 
the bar ; while studying his profession he taught several 
terms in Plattsburgh, where he contracted a bronchial affec- 
tion ; in the fall of 1860 went to Minnesota, intending to 
practise law there, but his throat difficulty assumed the 
form of consumption, and prevented ; he then went on to 
a farm at Sauk Centre, but was not benefited ; in May, 
1862, returned to his father's home in Willsborough, where 
he died, April 14, 1863, aged 26 years. Capt. William A. 
Barnard, of the class of 1859, was his brother. 



JOHN DOWNER BRIDGMAN, 

son of Daniel and Harmony (Downer) Bridgman, was born 
in Hanover, N. H., July 9, 1834 ; prepared to enter the 
Chandler Scientific Department at the Thetford (Vt.)

Kimball Union Academy, at Meriden, N. H. ; after gradua- 
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tion, studied law in the office of ex-Gov. Jared Warner 
Williams and George Canning Williams (D. C, 1844), at

under Lafayette during the Revolutionary War, and whose 
romantic marriage with Angelica Schuyler, daughter of 
Gen. Philip Schuyler, was one of the social sensations of 
those early times ; he is the great-great-grandson of Jona- 
than Trumbull, governor of Connecticut in the Revolution, 
and great-grandson of the second Jonathan Trumbull, who 
was also governor of the same state; at the age of ten 
years he was taken to New Haven, Conn., to reside with 
his grandfather, Prof. Benjamin Silliman, Senior, of Yale 
college; here he remained during his school days until 
about 1850, when his father, with the family, removed to 
New York city, where he remained until 1853 ; at this date 
the subject of this sketch entered the Chandler Scientific 
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Department, and graduated in 1856 ; in August following 
his graduation, he was appointed transit man and assistant 
engineer on topographical surveys of Central Park, New 
York city, where he remained until 1858 ; was then made 
topographical engineer of the hydrographic surveys of the 
Croton river, for developing the drainage areas, and impound- 
ing reservoirs for increased storage of Croton water ; in 1858 
and 1859 he was engaged on the topographical maps of the 
same, and on the construction of the new Croton reservoir 
in Central Park ; in 1860 he was appointed assistant engi- 
neer upon the pipe service of the city of New York, having 
charge also of, the revision of pipe service maps ; the latter 
end of 1860, on the completion of this work, he was made 
principal assistant to the chief engineer, and placed in charge 
of the Croton aqueduct, the pipe service, water consump- 
tion, sewerage, street openings, and paving ; in 1861, on 
the breaking out of the war, he entered the United States, 
service as captain of engineers in the Twelfth N. Y. Regt. ; 
he commanded the skirmish line of the first advance of the 
Army of the Potomac ; made the first military maps in the 
enemy's country, and was the first prisoner of war captured 
while on this duty ; he however immediately effected his. 
escape; was then detailed to the U. S. Topographical 
Corps, where he served through the summer campaigns of 
1861 and 1863 ; ill-health, caused by exposures, compelled 
him to give up the service, and on his return to New York 
city he was immediately reinstated in his former place; 
this position he held during many changes of administra- 
tion of the city government, until the growth of the city 
necessitated the formation of a new bureau of sewers and 
street openings, which relieved him of those duties ; on the 
abolishment of the Croton Aqueduct Board and the forma- 
tion of the Department of Public Works, in 1870, he was 
retained as resident engineer in charge of the aqueduct* 
reservoirs, and pipe service ; in 1880 he was appointed chief 
engineer of the old Croton aqueduct, under Hubert O* 
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Thompson, but declined the post, and he was then made 
consulting engineer of that department ; in 1883 he was 
appointed chief engineer of the new Croton aqueduct, 
which position he now holds ; the plans for the additional 
water supply of New York city, which are now being con- 
structed, were projected and designed by him as far back 
as 1873, at which time he foresaw the future needs of the 
rapidly growing city. It is a rare instance in this country, 
amid the political upheavals and municipal changes, that 
an engineer of undoubted character is able to adhere so 
persistently to a position with the ultimate object in view 
of applying exceptional hydraulic experience to the works 
of great magnitude and importance he had planned long in 
advance ; that he should be placed at the helm is a just 
reward of well tried public service ; he is still connected 
with the New York National Guard as colonel of engineers 
on the staff of the First Brigade. It is a pleasant and in- 
teresting fact that two men, and brothers, who have so long 
been the managers of the Croton water works, were gradu- 
ates from Dartmouth in the same year. 

In September, 1875, he was married to Mary Van Wyck, 
of Washington city ; they have a daughter, Angelica, born 
in 1887. 



JAMES RICHMOND COCHRAN,* 

son of James and Abigail (Buxton) Cochran, was born in 
New Boston, N. H., September 9, 1832 ; prepared to enter 
the Chandler Scientific Department, at Kimball Union 
Academy, at Meriden, N. H. ; after graduation entered 
upon the business of a civil engineer, but was teaching at 
the time of his death ; he died in November, 1861, in or 
near St. Genevieve, Mo.; he never married; concerning 
his death, a member of his family gives the following ac- 
count : " We know but little concerning his death other 
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than that he was killed by a rebel, one Andrew Burnett, 
who soon after died in the rebel army. Mr. Cochran was 
stopped in the street by Burnett, who demanded of him to 
swear allegiance to the Southern Confederacy, which he 
refused to do. Burnett told him to swear, or he would 
shoot him, to which Cochran replied, ' Shoot away ! ' The 
rebel fired at him, and the man fell and died without a 
murmur. The affair took place in sight of the school- 
house where he taught. He was buried by the rebel citi- 
zens of the neighborhood, who confiscated everything he 
had. The above information was furnished us by the post- 
master, who was knowing to the affair, although we re- 
ceived no information concerning his death until nearly a 
year after." 



SAMUEL THOMPSON DURKEE, 

son of Elisha and Rebecca W. Durkee, was born in Hano- 
ver (East), March 31, 1835 ; pursued his preparatory stud- 
ies in Hanover; after graduation went to Illinois, and 
taught at Sycamore until the spring of 1859, when he was 
appointed principal of the Third Ward School at Rock 
Island, 111., where he remained until the spring of 1861 ; in 
the following September he enlisted in Battery G, Second 
Illinois Light Artillery ; made a second lieutenant January, 
1862 ; resigned on account of disability February 14, 1863 ; 
was in the battle of Union City, March, 1862 ; commanded 
the battery in the action at Coffeeville, Miss., in the fall of 
1862 ; was with Gen. U. S. Grant in his unsuccessful at- 
tempt to reach Vicksburg via Holly Springs ; first spring 
and summer was at Hickman, Ky., and was afterwards in 
Tennessee ; after returning from the war, went into trade 
in Sycamore. 

Was married September 12, 1860, to Laurie Ann Dow, 
of Sycamore, 111. ; a child was born February 19, 1865. 
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HENRY SULLIVAN MARCY, 

son of John Sullivan and Rebecca Hubbard (Vose) Marcy, 
was born in Hartland Vt., January 28, 1837 ; prepared to 
enter the Chandler Scientific Department, at the academy 
at Royalton, Vt. ; for three years after graduation was em- 
ployed as clerk in a dry goods jobbing house in Boston ; 
next went to Charlestown, N. H., in the employ of the Sul- 
livan Railroad as master of transportation, and remained 
there until 1861 ; then went to Rutland, Vt., in the employ 
of the Rutland & Burlington Railroad as clerk to the super- 
intendent ; then master of transportation and acting super- 
intendent until 1865 ; was then employed by the Rensselaer 
& Saratoga Railroad as general freight agent, which office 
he held for that company and its lessor, the Delaware & 
Hudson Canal Co., up to 1886, when he was made traffic 
manager, which position he still holds; has been for twen- 
ty-one years in the employ of this company ; has been pres- 
ident of the village of Green Island ; is a director in two or 
three branch railroads operated by the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Co., and is director, trustee, etc., in several compar 
nies in which he is interested. 

Was married June 23, 1861, to Emeline Josephene, daugh- 
ter of John and Sarah Blanchard Perham, of Bethel, Vt.

son of Abram and Helen C. (Kip) Sharpe, was bonj in

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civil engineering until the late civil war commenced ; then 
entered the United States service, April 19, 1861, as first 
sergeant of Co. B, 20th N. Y. State Militia ; was promoted 
successively to first lieutenant, major, lieutenant-colonel, 
colonel, and brigade commander; was shot through the 
body at the battle of Winchester, September 19, 1864, 
while commanding the Third Brigade, Second Division, 
Nineteenth Army Corps ; was deputy surveyor of the port 
of New York for five years, and was appointed governor of 
the Northwestern Branch National Home for Disabled Vol- 
unteer Soldiers, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, October 1, 1880, 
and still holds that position.

and surveying ; after that, until 1865, was engaged in farm- 
ing and gardening in Cook county, Illinois ; in 1865 began 
the shoe manufacturing business in Methuen, Mass., and 
has remained thus occupied until the present time ; has 
been successful in business, and has found leisure to travel 
extensively in the United States, and also in England, 
France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, and other countries 
in Europe.

The class held their first meeting on July 27, 1859, in 
accordance with vote at Commencement, 1856. 

Brother J. A. Putney presided. There were present 
Bros. Anderson, Clarke, Conant, Cutcheon, Dudley, Fay, 
Gleason, Hersey, Hinckley, Hobbs, Leavitt, Lord, Prescott, 
Putney, Woods, and Young. 

At the preliminary meeting, Brother Putney, on taking 
the chair, alluded to the sad memories and associations it 
aroused, as by a quite recent bereavement he became a 
widower. Arrangements were then made for a meeting 
and supper at the Dartmouth hotel, to take place after the 
concert. A vote of thanks was then passed to Brother 
Stickney for his donation of $5 for " ice cream and lemon- 
ade " for the class, and then adjourned to 10 p. M. 

Meeting after concert — Reports of the several members 
of the class were presented in alphabetical order, being^ 
made as complete as could be from the class records and 
the knowledge of those present. Supper was discussed, 
during a recess in the presentation of reports. 

Business was then taken up, and it was voted, — 

1. That class hold their next meeting at the College 
Centennial in 1869, as, with an interval of ten years, more 
of the class would feel an inducement to gather together, 
and considerable pains would be taken by many to be pres- 
ent then. 

2. It was decided best not to attempt to make «■ Bio- 
graphical Catalogue at present, as the materials are so 
scanty and imperfect. 

3. Remarks were made upon the death of our classmate 
Collamore, — the only brother that death has yet taken from 
us; and it was voted that the members of the class for- 
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ward to the secretary, as early as January^ 1869, a narra- 
tive of their own history and experiences since graduation 
till that time ; and that they also forward memorial notices 
of any deceased classmate of their acquaintance, so that the 
secretary may have in hand seasonably all the materials 
requisite for a Biographical Catalogue, which, — 

4. It was further voted, that the secretary have printed 
ready for distribution at the class meeting in 1869. 

5. It was also voted that the secretary issue a circular to 
the several members of the class, informing them of these 
arrangements; and that he also issue another as early as 
June, 1868, reminding them of the class catalogue, and 
giving all necessary directions. . 

6. It was voted that a tax of fifty cents be levied upon 
each member, to meet the expenses that had already 
occurred for record-book and circulars, and would be 
further necessary in carrying out the instructions of the 
class. 

It was also voted that the acting class secretary act as 
class treasurer. 

With vote of thanks to class secretary for his services, 
the class adjourned to July, 1869.

MEETING, June 29, 1881. 

The following members of the class of 1856 met in room 
45, Dartmouth hotel, Wednesday evening, June 29, 1881, 
at 7 o'clock P. M. There were present at this meeting, — 
Ayer, Blodgett, Bridgman, Chase, Coffin, Cutler, Elkins, 
Goddard, Haile, Hinckley, A. W. Johnson, Marden, Mer- 
rill, Parker, Peabody, Prescott, Taylor, Woods, Young. 
The class record, which had been prepared by the secretary 
from a circular issued in 1876 and from correspondence, 
was read, which occupied a large portion of the evening. 
After a pleasant interchange of expression in reference to 
themselves since graduation, they adjourned to meet in the 
same place on Thursday morning at 8 o'clock. 



Thuksday, June 30, 1881. 

Met agreeably to adjournment. The matter of raising a 
class donation to the college was brought up by the secre- 
tary, and met with favorable consideration by all present ; 
and, on motion of Bro. Bridgman, it was voted that the 
class raise one thousand dollars, and that the same be 
added to the endowment of the " Daniel Webster Profes- 
sorship of Latin Language and Literature," and that Caleb 
Blodgett, William H. Haile, and B. F. Prescott be a com- 
mittee of the class to raise the balance that should not be 
subscribed by those present. 
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The members of the class called on the Rev. Daniel 
James Noyes, D. D., the only professor now in the college 
in Hanover, who was an instructor of the class. It was 
voted that the Hon. William L. Peabody prepare a proper 
paper, to be signed by those present, addressed to Prof. 
Edwin D. Sanborn, LL.D., expressing their regrets at not 
meeting him at the same time they called on Dr. Noyes, 
as those gentlemen are the only ones now in the college 
faculty who were members of that body in 1856. 

It was also unanimously voted to publish a class memo- 
rial, in good style, embracing all the facts up to date in the 
lives of each one of the class who graduated, and also such 
facts as could be gathered of all who were at any time con- 
nected with the class. Rev. Franklin D. Ayer was selected 
as an associate with the secretary to prepare the memorial. 
The expense of publication was also guaranteed by a vote. 

The president, Lyman G. Hinckley, then called upon 
Rev. John L. Merrill, who closed the meeting with prayer. 
The class then voted to adjourn to meet in Hanover during 
the Commencement of 1886.

MEETING, June 23, 1886. 

Agreeably to adjournment, the class met in room No. 32, 
in the Dartmouth hotel, on Wednesday evening, June 23, 
1886. In absence at the opening of the meeting of Hon. 
Lyman G. Hinckley, Hon. Sullivan M. Cutcheon was 
chosen chairman. Prayer was offered by Rev. Franklin 
D. Ayer. The records of the last meeting were then read 
by the secretary. There were present at this meeting the 
following classmates : Anderson, Ayer, Bridgman, Currier, 
Cutcheon, Dewing, Elkins, Gleason, Goddard, Hinckley, 
Joyslin, Leonard, Merrill, Parker, Peabody, Prescott, 
Young. The secretary had letters from many of the class 
who were unable to be present. After the business of the 
meeting had been transacted, classmates in alphabetical 
order gave an account of themselves since their graduation, 
thirty years ago. The histories were of great interest, and 
listened to attentively until 2 o'clock in the morning of 
Thursday, the 24th. 

The classmates at this meeting called upon the venerable 
Mrs. Young, mother of our classmate. She was then feeble, 
but remarkably brilliant and entertaining. She remembered 
the class well, and was delighted to know of the prosperity 
of its members. Mrs. Young has recently died. 

Hon. Lyman G. Hinckley was continued as president of 
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the class, and B. P. Prescott as secretary. It was voted 
again that the history of the class be published, and Rev- 
F. D. Ayer and B. F. Prescott were authorized to do the 
work, and the class would pay all necessary expenses. It 
was then voted to adjourn, to meet in Hanover in five 
years, during Commencement week*

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Plates exhibiting the group of college buildings as they 
were when we graduated; also, Rollins Chapel, Wilson Hall, 
and other points of interest, as well as Culver and Conant 
Halls, are inserted in this volume. These are the best cuts 
now in existence, and in fact the only ones that present 
prominently the buildings. Your secretary has introduced 
them here in order to show in some degree the enlargement 
and progress of the college in the past thirty-two years, 
to which allusion has elsewhere been made. These illustra- 
tions will more vividly revive the memories of our college 
life and carry us back to events which there occurred, 
but which may have been forgotten in the past third of a 
century, so full of excitement and interest. If they serve 
that purpose, flieir introduction may be justified. Wonder- 
ful changes have taken place. As has been before stated, 
only two of our instructors are living. They were all noble 
men and faithful teachers. Every trustee whose name is 
upon our diplomas has long since died. Nineteen of our 
own number have also died, many of them quite recently, 
and ten of those who were for a longer or shorter time our 
classmates. We thus see the rapid changes. 

In college our relations were pleasant, our sympathies 
strong, our friendships lasting. We never had any serious 
difficulties with the classes ahead of us or those which fol- 
lowed us ; but, on the contrary, we had warm friends among 
all. Now and then a trial of strength, either in the chapel 
or upon the foot-ball ground, occurred, in which we rarely . 
came out defeated. 

It is hoped that the surviving members of the class, and 
those of the non-graduates and the Chandler Scientific De- 
partment, will often return to Hanover to meet each other 
and renew the acquaintance and revive the friendships of 
former days. In this way the progress of the college can 
be best seen and appreciated. A cordial invitation is given 
to every survivor of the class to be present at the next 
meeting, at Commencement in 1891. 
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It may be interesting to those who have not been at 
Hanover since 1856, and to the classmates who left before 
that time, to know what has been done since their depart- 
ure, in and about the college and the village. In a ram- 
bling way some information is here given, though not 
arranged in chronological order, and it must, of necessity, 
be very incomplete. 

Dr. Lord continued as president of the college until July 
24, 1863, when he read his letter of resignation to the 
board of trustees. His resignation was accepted Sep- 
tember 21, 1863. Rev. Asa Dodge Smith, D. D. (Class of 
1880), then the pastor of the 14th Street Presbyterian 
Church, in New York city, was soon after elected presi- 
dent, and was inaugurated October 18, 1863. He occu- 
pied the chair thirteen years with great success. His 
labors were arduous, but the college grew in strength 
and influence under his administration of its affairs. On 
account of failing health, he resigned December 21, 1876, 
the resignation to take effect March 1, 1877. During his 
presidency, Bissell Hall (the gymnasium) was erected by 
George H. Bissell (Class of 1845) at a cost of nearly 
$25,000. It is located on the corner, south of the campus 
and facing it, and directly opposite the Gates House, or 
where it used to stand. The Medical College was 
thoroughly refitted and remodelled inside, with a marked 
improvement in its external appearance, by a gift of 
110,000 from Hon. Edwin W. Stoughton, LL. D., of New 
York city, who also gave $2,000 additional at the time of 
his death. The Thayer School of Civil Engineering was 
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established in 1871, and has been in successful operation 
ever since. This associated institution was created by a 
gift of $70,000, in estimated value, from Gen. Sylvanus 
Thayer (Class of 1807). There is no separate building for 
this department, and the number of students in the classes 
has not been large, though constantly increasing. Recita- 
tion-rooms were fitted on the first floor in Thornton Hall 
for the accommodation of this department. In 1866, the 
New Hampshire College of Agriculture and the Mechanic 
Arts was located at Hanover by an act of the legislature. 
The amount received from the sale of government lands 
allotted to New Hampshire was $80,000; from the 
Hon. John Conant, of Jaffrey, N. H., $70,000; from 
Hon. David Culver and wife, of Lyme, N. H., nearly 
$30,000, — besides many appropriations from the state near- 
ly every year since its establishment. A farm of 360 acres 
was purchased, lying south of the highway leading from 
the village to East Hanover, and upon it Conant Hall was 
erected, a few rods east of the Gates House ; and nearly 
opposite this building, and east of Reed Hall upon the 
land of Dartmouth college, Culver Hall was built, which is 
owned jointly by the old college and the Agricultural col- 
lege. In Culver Hall are located the extensive museum and 
the chemical laboratory. Moor's Charity School building 
was remodelled and refitted by contributions given for that 
purpose, and is now occupied by the Chandler Scientific 
Department. Eventually large sums of money will come 
to the college, which were made known during the presi- 
dency of Dr. Smith, notably the bequest of Hon. Tappan 
Wentworth, of Lowell, Mass., when the amount shall 
reach $500,000. Some years will pass before the college 
can use this gift, though it is fast approaching availability ; 
also the bequest of $100,000 of Hon. Richard Fletcher 
(Class of 1806), which comes to the college by instal- 
ments, as certain beneficiaries cease to use the income. He 
secured also many scholarships, which have proved of great

aid to poor young men. Much else was done, such as the 
consolidation of the college and society libraries, and the 
appointment of a permanent librarian by the trustees of 
the college ; the change of the astronomical instruments to 
those of greater power and of modern construction; the 
increase of apparatus in the professorships of chemistry 
and physics ; the introduction of steam and furnace heat- 
ing in some of the halls, — and many other improvements, 
which space will not admit of an extensive enumeration in 
this volume. 

After the resignation of President Smith, the trustees 
elected as his successor Rev. Samuel Colcord Bartlett, D. D. 
(Class of 1836), then of Chicago,' 111. Dr. Bartlett was 
inaugurated on Wednesday, the 27th of June, 1877. His 
administration of eleven years has been eminently success- 
ful, and the college has made, during this period, constant 
progress and permanent growth. He is indefatigable in 
his efforts to increase the capacity of the college for its 
great work, and to keep it abreast with the foremost institu- 
tions in the country. During his administration, two impor- 
tant college buildings have been erected — Rollins Chapel 
and Wilson Hall (the library). The chapel was erected and 
completely finished and furnished by Hon. Edwin Ashton 
Rollins (Class of 1851), at a cost of $33,000 — a memorial to 
his father, mother, and wife. It is located on the lot north 
of the college yard and Wentworth Hall. It is constructed 
of granite in irregular courses, with red sandstone trim- 
mings. It is pronounced by all one of the most unique 
and attractive college buildings in the country. Besides 
its massiveness and beauty of finish, it has elegant memo- 
rial windows to all the ex-presidents of the college — gifts 
from families and friends. In it is also a fine organ, costing 
$2,500, the generous gift of Harold C. Bullard (Class of 
1884), of New York city. Wilson Hall is constructed of 
brick, with red sandstone trimmings. It stands upon the 
former site of the Gates House, and is one of the finest 
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library buildings connected with our New England colleges. 
It is named in honor of George Francis Wilson, of Provi- 
dence, R. L, who gave $50,000 to the college ; and it can 
safely be said that Dartmouth is indebted to Hon. Halsey J. 
Boardman (Class of 1858), of Boston, Mass., for this munifi- 
cent bequest. When he was asked by the donor where he 
could give $50,000 to good advantage, our Alma Mater 
was recommended. The consolidated libraries, numbering 
nearly 66,000 volumes, are now conveniently arranged 
in this fire-proof structure, which is of elegant design and 
rich finish. The art treasures are also here, besides reading 
and reference rooms, and the president's office. This hall 
cost about $65,000. The trustees added $15,000 in order 
that a building should be constructed to meet the present 
wants and future requirements of the college. The corner- 
stones of both these attractive structures were laid with 
appropriate ceremony at commencement, in 1884, and both 
were completed and ready for occupancy and dedicated at 
Commencement in 1885. It may be proper to mention here 
that in addition to the above-named buildings, liberal gifts 
in money have come into the college treasury since President 
Bartlett's occupancy of the chair. From Benjamin Pierce 
Cheney, of Boston, Mass., $50,000 ; Henry Winkley, Phila- 
delphia, Penn., $60,000; Mrs. Valeria G. Stone, Maiden, 
Mass., $35,000 ; Julius Hallgarten, New York city, $50,000; 
Henry Bond, Boston, Mass., $23,000; Hon. Joel Parker 
(Class of 1811), Cambridge, Mass., $70,000, — on which has 
been established a professorship of Law and Political 
Science, as the amount realized from his bequest was not 
sufficient to establish a law school, and was less than Judge 
Parker calculated when he made his will; the state of 
New Hampshire, $10,000 ; Hon. George G. Fogg (Class of 
1839), of Concord, N. H., $5,000 ; Hon. Micajah C. Bur- 
leigh, of Somersworth, N. H., $6,000 ; Hon. Levi P. Morton, 
of New York city, purchased for $7,250, and presented to 
the college, the house on the corner adjoining the residence 
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of Dr. Lord ; many other donations of $1,000 each and more, 
have been received for different purposes, besides many- 
scholarships. The whole amount received has been about 
$450,000, and none of it has been tied up or surrounded 
with conditions. President Bartlett, besides his other great 
work in the management and government of the college, 
las personally raised much money for many purposes, from 
which the institution has derived permanent benefit. The 
following professorships have been endowed during the 
past eleven years: The Daniel Webster professorship of 
Latin, Stone professorship of Intellectual and Moral Phi- 
losophy, Cheney professorship of Mathematics, Winkley 
professorship of Anglo-Saxon and English, Parker profes- 
sorship of Law. The residence of Prof. Noyes has been 
purchased for the president's house for $9,500. The resi- 
dence of Prof. Sanborn has also been purchased, and is 
owned by the college. The Gates house has been removed 
to a lot nearly opposite the South hotel, and refitted for 
the occupancy of students. The South hotel has been 
repaired, and is now used as a boarding-house for students, 
and, temporarily, to accommodate the public. The first floor 
of Reed Hall is now wholly occupied by the Professor of 
Physics, and the second story finished into students' rooms. 
The college church has undergone repairs, particularly in 
the arrangement of the galleries. The walks and street 
crossings about the village and college grounds have been 
concreted, adding much to the comfort and convenience of 
the students and all others. The tract of land north-east 
of the college, which in our day was an uneven and unat- 
tractive place, is now one of the most picturesque and 
attractive parks in the state. The great variety of trees, 
foreign and native,-— the gift of Hon. Joel Parker, and set 
out in 1852-'53, — have now become large and beautiful, 
and are delightful to look upon. Drives have been con- 
structed, walks made, rustic bridges erected, and seats 
placed at attractive points, largely by the students, under 
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surveys and plans of the professors in the engineering 
departments It is now a pleasure resort for the students 
and the great number of visitors to the college and town. 

A tower is in process of erection near the " Old Pine," 
which, when completed by the classes as they graduate, 
will present an odd appearance, but will afford a fine place 
from which to look at the beautiful scenery in all direc- 
tions. The college buildings have been repaired and 
painted, and some of them heated by steam or furnaces, 
and lighted by gas. The curriculum has been expanded, 
new professorships have been established, and ample 
means provided for the illustration of the branches taught. 
Practical physics and chemistry have been introduced, and 
every student now goes through a course of experimental 
chemistry. 

The professors are critical, and labor for a high standard 
of scholarship among the pupils, and they keep the college 
abreast with similar institutions in the country, and send 
out as well equipped men yearly as can be found any- 
where. The Chandler Scientific Department, which was in 
its infancy in our day, has constantly grown, and grad- 
uates yearly a goodly number of men who take high rank 
wherever they go. The original gift of $50,000 has now 
reached, by accumulations and gifts, fully $150,000. Prof. 
John S. Woodman and his wife gave $20,000 each, and 
Francis B. Hayes, of Boston, for many years a vis- 
itor, gave $10,000. The residence of Dr. Dixi Crosby has 
been purchased with the money of this department. Per- 
manent prizes have been established in many of the depart- 
ments of study. Two magazines are now published by the 
students, both well and ably edited. The Dartmouth has 
been published many years, and the Dartmouth Literary 
Monthly is now upon its second year. The village has also 
improved in its appearance and increased in size by the 
erection of costly dwellings, new Episcopal and Catholic 
churches, and new and attractive stores upon the site of the 
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44 Tontine." The Dartmouth National Bank and the Dart- 
mouth Savings Bank are in successful operation. Gas has 
been introduced for the streets and buildings. A large and 
attractive school edifice for the village has been erected; 
and on the corner, where Prof. Brown used to reside, is 
now an elegant structure, which, for a while, was the resi- 
dence of Adna P. Balch, but is now used in part as a store 
and by the students. The Alpha Delta Phi and Kappa 
Kappa Kappa societies have erected buildings for their 
accommodation, while the other secret societies have con- 
venient and well arranged halls for their meetings. The 
experimental station building, from funds given by the 
general government, will be erected upon the Agricul- 
tural College farm this season. A modern hotel with con- 
venient appointments will be erected upon the site of the 
Dartmouth hotel the present year, where all will find com- 
fortable and convenient accommodations. In passing, it 
may be said that important additions have been made in 
the museum. A large collection of the papers of Eleazar 
Wheelock and other documents connected with the early 
history of the college has also been made. A collection 
of rare and valuable coins has been begun, which it is hoped 
will be steadily enlarged by contributions. More improve- 
ments are needed, and will be made as soon as the means 
can be provided. 

Much more might be said, but the space here will not 
admit of it, and the above facts have been given, to 
show somewhat the progress that has been made in the 
last thirty-two years in the college and town. The college 
has grown in the past eleven years as rapidly as in any 
years preceding, and has a promising future before it. It 
still gives a full, accurate, well rounded education, which 
enables its graduates to take high rank in all the profes- 
sions they enter. It needs additional endowments, which 
in due time will come as they have in the past. 
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STATISTICS. 



Tabular work in this volume has been omitted, as it would 
impose much labor without corresponding benefit. A short 
summary, however, is here given, which will at a glance 
show the principal occupations in which all have been en- 
gaged, though some have been engaged in different kinds 
of business, and in a few instances it has been somewhat 
difficult to classify them.
